SHANGHAI, 
Dates extend to the 27th Dec. No later. mail.had been re- 


ceived, but the French mail of Noy. 8 was expected’.on Dec, 27. 
The following summary is from the North China Herald :— 


This being the last French mail day of the year, a large pro- 
portion of the mercantile community have now made the best of 
their way up country, to the haunts of the savage pheasant, the 
deer, and the pig. Game is very plentiful this season, and deer 
are particularly numerous. 

e learn from Chefoo that the barque Southland is badly 
ashore near the Shantung Promontory. 

We hear that H.B.M. Consul, Mr. W. H. Medhurst, received a 
letter from a portion of the crew of the Benares, of London, in- 
forming him of the wreck of that vessel in the Loochoo group, 
and praying for relief. The captain (Anderson by name), officers, 
and crew, save five, were drowned. The letter bears no date be- 

ond “the 8th of this month,” but no month is given. 

The Shaftesbury hauled out of the old dock, and the Appin took 
her place. The former has been transformed into an entirely 
different looking vessel from what she formerly was, having had 
a hurricane deck placed on her, and various other alterations and 
improvements, making her more suitable in every respect for the 
China coast and river trade. The Appin, we presume, is about 
to undergo her annual overhaul, after having accomplished twenty 
trips to Tientsin and back this year. 

The Nanzing has returned from the North, having successfully 
landed all the valuable cargo which she took away from this port, 
though at the time of her departure from here there were grave 
doubts of success. The entrance of the Peiho river was open, 
and there were large blocks of ice on the banks, so that her ex- 
perienced commander, deeming prudence the better part of valour, 
wisely discharged his cargo at ‘Taku instead of venturing to go 
to Tientsin. On the passage down, whilst taking in cargo at 
Chefoo, the chief officer met with a serious accident. We learn 
that while he was attending to his duties a heavy bale of merchan- 
dise fell from the upper deck to the lower hold, where he unfor- 
tunately happened to be at the time, and struck him on the left 
side of the body, causing serious internal injuries, We are happy 
to say, however, that he shows signs of recovery. 

At the U.S.N. Co.’s meeting the report and accounts for the 
half-year to 30th Sept, were A dividend of six per cent. 
for the six months is paid. The sale of the company’s steamers 
and other property to the New River Company was confirmed, and 
it was resolved to wind up the company’s affairs after the transfer, 
at the end of March next. A bonus of five per cent. to contribu- 
tors was declared, and Mr. R. F. Eastlack was elected an auditor 
in the room of Mr. Pryer. 

A correspondent informs us that the first trunnion piece or hoop 
fora new wrought-iron gun with steel tubes, after the newest 
Woolwich pattern, was completed at the Kiangnan Arsenal on 
Wednesday, by a Chinese blacksmith, and is in every respect a 
very fine forging. A very heavy casting was run off on Thursday, 
to replace a former attempt of the same sort, which did not come 
up to anticipation after the cooling process had been passed. 
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The large steam hammer lately erected has been usefully em- 
loyed in reducing quantities of old iron to what are technically 
nown as “blooms,” or slabs of sound metal. Between twenty 

and thirty tons of valueless iron has thus been turned to good 

account. . 

Our Ningpo correspondent writes :—One of the foreign hongs, 
called “ Foong-ling,” and belonging to Mr. A. F. Tyree at this 
port, was discovered to be on fire. ‘The house being built in the 
native style was quickly enveloped in flames, and was completely 
Batiad in. snite of all q orts fg keep the fire down. Colonel 

8 engine was promptly On the grouua, sua Le himanlf with 
his force worked well, and their exertions were successful in pre- 
venting the fire from spreading further. Every available Chinese 
engine besides was speedily at work, and did good service. This 
is, we believe, the first fire that has occurred toa foreign hong 
in Ningpo, and the damage is considerable, only the four walls 
being left standing. The loss however is, we learn, fully covered 
by insurance. 


Our Hankow correspondent writes on the 17th :—We have had 
rather an exeiting time here during the last few days. We have 
been made to feel that, however desirable a number of gunboats 
are in time of trouble, they are not so desirable in time of peace 
and quietness, bo ingen when they happen to be of different na- 
tionalities, as is the case with us at present. There are in port 
now H.B.M.’s gun-boat Avon, the U.S. gun-vessel the Monocacy, 
and H.I.R.M. gun-boat the Morge. About 4.30 p.m. last 
Sunday afternoon some of the Russian sailors attacked a 
man from the Monocacy and kicked him brutally on the 
Bund, in the immediate vicinity of the Police-station. 
Then another of the Monocacy’s crew, a quiet, inoffensive 
man, was set upon by one of the above Russian sailors. In 
the meantime, an English missionary was passing, and turned to 
the latter party, asking “What isthe matter?” The reply he 
got was a blow on the head from the Russian sailor, who, it 
seems, was not drunk. By this the missionary was thrown on the 

ound, and a second Russian sailor ran up and severely kicked 

im several times; fortunately, the injuries inflicted are not 
likely to be serious. The Afonocacy sailor was by this time out of 
danger. Between eight and nine on Sunday evening there was 
another row in the Chinese street, between some sailors and na- 
‘tives. The consequence of this row was more serious than the 
first ; a native was killed ; how, and by whom, it is as yet impos- 
sible to say. 

The steamer Ulysses leaving on the 27th takes 1,300 bales of 
silk, and over 1,000 tons of tea, for London, via Foochow. 

The directors of the Shanghai Steam Navigation Company 

‘have declared a semi-annual dividend of six per cent. on the 
¢apital stock, payable on the 7th Jan. , 
. The North China Daily News of the 27th says:—We under- 
‘stand that the Curlew was to leave for the Loochoo Islands, with 
a Consular interpreter on board, in quest of the Benares and her 
shipwrecked crew. The letter addressed to “ H.B.M.’s Consu- 
late at Shanghai ” was sent via Foochow, having gone by a native 
vessel to the care of the Loochoo Factory there. Unfortunately 
‘the special form of its address led to its being sent on to Shang- 
hai, while, had it been looked into at Foochow, opportunity would 
have been afforded for inquiring of those who brought it the cir- 
cumstances under which they came by’ it, and more immediate 
assistance might have been rendered. The letter, obscure and un- 
certain in itself, becomes still more mysterious from the fact that 
noadvice of the departure of a ship callen the Benares from 
London for any Eastern port has been received. 


HONG KONG. 
Dates extend to the 2nd Jan. The outward P. and O. mail of 


15th Nov. arrived on 27th Dec. 


A meeting of the Legislative Council took place on the 26th, 
and all the members were present. A vote of $2,400 (six months’ 
pay) and $500 for passage money was granted to Mr. Moorsom, 
the late Surveyor General. The Sheriff's Ordinance and the one 
for the Protection of Girls and Women were postponed for amend- 
ments. The Spirit License Amendment Ordinance was discussed, 
but was ultimately withdrawn, the general desire being to consoli- 
date the former ordinances. Mr. Whittall gave notice of a 
question for discussion at the next meeting of the Council, viz., 
whether it was desirable or not to erect two or more light-houses 
to the entrances of the Victoria Harbour. 

Saturday’s Gazetle contains the usual notice respecting the 
police and lighting rates of the coming quarter ; an intimation 
that the postage of letters to Batavia, per French packet, will be 
18c. per half ounce ; and a hedesgtaphis notice relating to the 
Yangtsze. It is, however, mainly taken up by a copy of the 

‘Postal Convention between France and England sinded in 1856, 
which swells its bulk to that of a conventional Blue-book. The pre- 
sumed object of publishing this verbose and out-of-date document 
.is to notify to the colonial public that French mail steamers may 
not “on any account” be detained—in other words, to show that 
the officials acted illegally in detaining the Ava. If this suppo- 
sition be correct, the act forcibly resembles that of the Chinaman 
who burnt down his house in order to roast his pig. Sixteen pages 
‘have been occupied in doing what three lines from the 5th Article 
would have done as well. 
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The Mikado Troupe, not the first one that has assumed that 
name, we fancy, gave their first performance at the Lusitano 
Theatre on Saturday evening. As it commenced & -half-past 
eight instead of at nine, as usual, many of the spectators arrived 
rather late, but soon after nine o’clock the house was remarkably 
well filled. The programme not having been at all adhered to, 
either as to the order or number of the feats performed. we can 
only remark upon the more striking parts of the evening’s enter- 
tainment. Miss Oosa, who is described in the hand-bill as “the 
beautiful Japanese lady. only sixteen years old,” and is really ve 
pratty. went onrough her various tricks of top-spinning, &c., wit! 
much ease and grace. 

The failure of a large native Hong of long standing is announ - 
ced, with liabilities said to amount to $200,000, The firm in ques- 
tion had been in a precarious state for some time, but adverse 
advices by telegram received the day before yesterday from the 
branch firms at Singapore and other places rendered it impossible 
for the Hong to keep afloat any longer. We understand that the 

artners have proposed a compositiun, and that the matter has 

en placed in the hands of lawyers. The native trade this year 
is said to have been particularly bad, and great losses have been 
incurred by several Hongs in the rice business. 

The Advertiser says that the coolie market at Macao is very 
depressed, as usual at this time of the year. The Jsabel and Ve- 
loce are on the berth loading very slowly. The Cecilia sailed on 
the 14th inst. with 370 coolies and eight boys for Callao. The 
barracoons being nearly empty, the number of dead bodies found 
lying in the streets has diminished, only (!) eight having been 
found during the past week. 

The Masonic banquet, in honour of St. John’s Day, took place 
at the Freemasons’ Lodge last evening, over a hundred members 
of the craft being present. The usual toasts were proposed in 
suitable speeches, and drunk with much enthusiasm. A number 
of songs followed from various brethren, and the whole affair wag 
pronounced a complete success. Had the services of the 80th 
band been obtainable the evening would have been even more 
enjoyable. 

The Daily Press hears upon authority, that it has every reason 
to believe reliable, that the Home Government have sent outa 
despatch, with reference to the action taken in connection with the 
arrest of the Ava, of a very severe character, and containing in- 
structions which might end in the suspension or dismissal of some 
of the officials concerned in that unfortunate affair. If this is 
true, it adds, it seems somewhat strange that no action has yet 
been taken in the matter. 

An action has been commenced in the Summary Jurisdiction 
Court by Captain Overbury, late Superintendent of the Sailors’ 
Home, against Mr. Bell, publisher of the Daily Press, for an al- 
leged libel in @ letter on the administration of the Sailors’ Home 
that recently appeared in that paper. Damages are laid at 
$500, Mr. Brereton appeared for the plaintiff, Mr. Francis for the 
defendant. Upon the application of Mr. Brereton the case was 
postponed till Tuesday next at ten a.M. We believe it is intended 
to bring the case into the Supreme Court, under the Summary 
Trial Ordinance. What the alleged libel consists of we are unable 
to state, as, although we have carefully perused the letter in 
question, we fail (not being lawyers) to detect any cause of legal 
complaint. 

It is stated that the new company for sailing steamers under 
the Chinese flag contemplate purchasing the P. and O. steamers 
Avoca and Madras. 

The first general meeting of the Union Church Sabbath School 
was held at the Union Church on Christmas morning. There were 

resent a large collection of children, their teachers, and several 
adies and gentlemen. The proceedings opened with a prayer 
from the Rev. James Legge, LL.D, after which the children 
united in singing the anthem “ Hark the Herald Angels Sing.” 
The meeting was addressed by the Superintendent of the School, 
Dr. V. D. Collins, who introduced the Hon. Chief Justice Smale. 
His interesting address to the children was followed by others from 
Mr. D. H. Bailey, Mr. D. R. Crawford, and the Rev. Dr. Legge. 
Three hymns suitable to the occasion were very prettily sung by 
the Sabbath School children between the specches, one of the lady 
teachers presiding at the harmonium. After the benediction, the 
business of the day terminated with the presentation to the chil- 
dren of books and toys, which were provided by the teachers. 
The addresses delivered to the children were excellent and well- 
timed, so as not to prove irksome ; and the whole of the proceed- 
ings formed a very happy method of beginning the festive day. 
The school was opened on the 3rd November last uRg twenty 
scholars, and more than that number have been enrolléd within 
the seven weeks which have since intervened. 


: THE AMERICAN CUP. 

The race for the above cup has been run; Naiad, Naomt, 
and Wave starting. A capital start was made from Green Island 
at 7.15, Wave having her topmast housed. Soon after leaving 
Naomi assumed the lead, closely attended by the other two, 
Wave, finding the wind falling light at the back of the land it 
sent up her topmast, and setting a square-headed topsail drew up 
on the Vaomi and took first place. Before reaching Ling-ting 
the wind freshened considerably, compelling Wave to reduce sail ; 
Naomi, under a pressing of canvas, passed her off the island, with 
Naiad no great distance astern. On arriving at the south end 
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the yachts met with a very heavy sea, causing them to pitch bows 
under, all ¥ or less sustaining damage. Wave, it is said, 
sprung her rudder head ; Vaiad also suffering. Naomi, having 
carried away her bobstay, lowered her jib, reefed bowsprit, con- 
tinued the course under reefed shkineall and foresail, and round- 
ing Ling-ting about eleven. Before getting under the lee of the 
Lamma she repaired damages, and set a small jib and shook reefs 
out of mainsail. In beating to windward towards Putoy met with 
a heavy sea the whole way, the boat behaving admirably ; she 
passed to windward of Putoy at 6.45, and entered the Ly-cv-suvun 
at 8.20. It took her three hours to get round Putoy, a flood tide 
running very strong. She burnt a blue-light in the Ly-ee-moon 
Pass, but saw no signs of the stake-boat muphosed to be there. 
The other boats arrived during the evening, having put back 
before reaching Ling-ting. 

The China Mail, on the Customs, says :—This service is worth 
examining. It consists of some three hundred members, governed 
and controlled by a man who, whatever may be said of him, is an 
able administrator. Of these employés, the youngest receives on 
joining a salary of three, four or six hundred sterling, varying with 
his age and previous experience, There are thirty or forty clerks 
at £800, and as many, perhaps, at £1,000. Deputy commissioners 
receive £1,200 ; commissioners at small ports, £1,600; at larger 
ones, £2,000 ; and at Shanghai, Foochow, and, we believe, Canton, 
£3,000 a-year, exclusive of house rent, &c. As to the salary of 
the Inspector-General, we can only ete to the Blue. book respect- 
ing the Osborne fleet, where Sir F. Bruce informs Her Majesty's 
Government that the salary and allowances are fixed at £20,000 
ayear. We need scarcely wonder that the influence of the in- 
spectorate, thus magnificently paid, chough primarily fiscal, is 
rapidly becoming political and moral.

Dates extdéird to the 10th Jan. The outward mail of 20th Nov. 
arrived on the 5th Jan. The Straits Times says :— ‘ 

We publish a letter on the question of the proposed Militia 
Bill, which, as shadowed forth in his speech on sane the session, 
Sir Harry Ord is anxious to get passed before taking his departure 
from the Colony. All the information the public have as to the 
nature of the proposed measure is the scheme outlined in the 
Governor’s Minute, in which, as our correspondent poiats out, are 
certainly some very important proposals, mequicing mature con- 
sideration, not only by the persons who will be affected by the 
measure, but on the part of the Legislative Council before sad- 
dling the community with a Militia law personally affecting every 
European in the place, into which may be introduced clauses suit- 
able enough for a country liable to invasion, orfor a military nation

like Prussia, but which might in a little community like ours, and in 
the only sort of service the proposed militia will probably ever be 
called upon to perform—namely, suppressing riot—simply prove 
galling and harassing to the Europeans, and seriously interfere with 
their personal freedom. Though we think everyEuropean and every 
aati of European descent in the colony able to bear arms should 

e liable in emergency to assist in defending the colony, or in 
maintaining the public peace, yet we are by no means on this ac- 
count prepared to endorse any hasty scheme to effect this ahject. 
much Icon whee uo need tor haste exists, Ana still fess 
can we approve of the intention of his Excellency the Go- 
vernor to call the Council together just before his departure, 
with no other object than that he may, at the last moment, 
leave as a legacy to the colony a measure of his own 
conception, of which the public have seen only the outline, 
and that, too, without allowing time to feel the public pulse with 
regard to it. Those affected by the law will not be likely to rest 
easy while a matter of 80 great importance to them is being rushed 
through the Council with indecent haste, merely in order that a 
retiring Governor may carry a pet crotchet of his own, which he 
must know to be highly distasteful to the community. As we have 
more than once said, we approve of the principle involved, but 
by no means of the manner in which it is proposed to put it in 

ractice, and so far as we can learn the whole of the residents 

ave but one opinion about the measure. It is scouted as un- 
called for, and will be opposed tooth and nail. 

We are informed that the steamer Sunda, one of the Nether- 
lands India Steam Navigation Company’s fleet, which arrived here 
is the pioneer of a line of steamers to run once a month between 
Rhio and Penang, calling en route at Singapore and various ports 
in Sumatra, viz., Siak, Assahan, Deli and Lancat ; it is intended 
that they shall leave Rhio on the 5th of every month. 

The last Government Gazette notifies that the Municipal Oom- 
missioners for Singapore, Penang, and Malacca, during the pre-. 
sent year, will be composed as follows :—At Singapore, the Colo- 
nial Secretary, President ex-officio; the Acting Colonial Engi- 
neer (appointed for one year); W. R. Scott, Esq., for three 
years ; WV. H. Read, Esq., for two years ; Tan Sengh Poh, Esq., for 
one year. At Penang: the Lieut.-Governor, President ex-officio ; 
Captain Speedy a pelne’ for one year); V. M. Noordin, Esq., 
for three years ; John Allav, Esq, for two years, and Stuart Her- 
riot, Esq., for one year. At Malacca: tho Lieut.-Governor, Pre- 
sident ex-officio; W. D. Bayliss, Esq. (appointed for one year) ; 
Chan Tek Chang, Esq., for three years; I’an Loh Seng, Esq., for 
three years; J. H. Velge, Esq., for one year. 

The Gazette also contains a despatch from the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies with respect to the International Exhibition 
of next year, and also a paper from the Society of Arts offerin, 
prizes for improved cabs. It is desired to obtain specimens o 
colonial woods used in building carriages, and especially in making 
wheels. As we do not imagine that any of our local carriages 
builders intend to compete for a prize, we refrain from repro- 
ducing the despatch. There may be superior wood for, wheels in 
the Straits, but if so it is, we think, to be regretted it is not more 
extensively used by the local carriage-makers. 

The inviting of fresh tenders for the Batavia opium farm bas 
resulted favourably : the highest tender being at the rate of 
f.73,050 a month instead of f.47,100, the highest bid at the first in- 
vitation. The remainder of the Deli field force has returned to 
Batavia. 

Thé Sumatra Courant publishes the following as to what has 
befallen the runaway British seamen at Padang :—“ The six ar- 
rested seamen of the Queen of the Seas, who had been lodged in 
prison here for some days at the expense of that ship, were taken 
on board again on Thursday last, under police escort. But that 
this was not agreeable to them plainly appeared from the violence 
with which they strove to withstand the police force which had to 
accompany them. They had to be handcuffed, but when the 
latter had been broken by them in the boat, they were forcibl 
bound. Sometime before it had come out that they would ris 
anything rather than return on board ; thus some wounded them- 
selves in the calves of their legs with pieces of glass, but it was 
in vain,—they had to go back to their ship.”

PROGRESS IN THE FAR EAST. 
(PALL MALL GAZETTR. ) 

We have lately been speaking of the rapid and successive changes 
taking place in the East, and the probable consequences to the Asia- 
tics themselves, and to us more indirectly. Late mails from China 
and Japan give many curious evidences of thie spirit of progress ; 
and in the Jatter country of sweeping changes, which threaten to de- 
nationalisezthe people by entirely revolutionising their institutions, 
religion, costume, and language. In China the progresa is more slow 
and less marked. Each step, moreover, in this direction has been 
taken contrary to the will of the rulers, and against considerable op- 
position among the people. Nevertheless, even there the changes 
which the present generation bas seen are neither few nor insignifi- 
cant. They have not, like the more impulsive Japanese, railroads and 
telegraphic lines yet ; these are, on the contrary, strenuously opposed 
as undesirable and needless innovations. But they have, as the latest 
novelty, a new Chinese steam company, under the style of the “China 
Merchants’ Steam Navigation Company,” the whole of the shareholders 
in which, we believe, are natives. Then the marriage of the Em- 
peror, and his assumption of the reins of power, must almost of 
necessity lead to the solution of the long pending Audience ques- 
tion. And there can be little doubt as to the reception of the foreign 
representatives with no more formality than is observed at European 
Courts. There was, indeed, a telegram from Hong Kong lately 
announcing that news had been received from Peking stating that the 
settlement of the Audience question had been satisfactorily made. We 
have reagon to doubt whether any such telegram reached the Foreign- 
office, but in any case it would seem to be only a question of time. 
Whatever may be its importance as regards the position of the Treaty 
Powers in their relations with the Court of Peking—and it is quite 
possible that this may have been over-estimated—there can be no 
doubt of the grave importance such an innovation will have on the 
ceremonial at the Chinese Court, and the position of the Emperor as 
regards the mandarins and the people. It involves, in a way clearly 
appreciable by the popular mind, the formal renunciation of the Em- 
peror of China's claims to supremacy and universal dominion; and 
with these the corresponding pretensions to Divine descent. This 
cannot be a light matter in a great Asiatic Empire. And the fact 
may well account for the obstinacy with which all claims of equality 
have been hitherto resisted. With the abolition of the ko-tow as a 
Court ceremonial must disappear much of that slavish reverence for 
authority and the Son of Heaven on which the whole theory of Chinese 
government in a great degree reste. What smonnt of revolutionary 
feeling or action such a change ag thia may lead to it would be 
hazardous to predict. It cannot be unimportant, however. 

So, in like manner with the Mikado or Tenno of Japan, who withia 
the last three years has emerged from a state of absolute seclusion, 
where he dwelt in highest sanctity, to the broad light of day. He has 
since conformed to the requirements of modern civilisation in the 
most advanced of European States, and it must of necessity follow 
that whatever sanctity or reverence attached to his office as supreme 
in Church and State, and to his own person as a lineal descendant of 
the Kami, or gods of Japan, will cease to influence the popular mind, 
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Opening railroads and Parliaments in Western diplomatic uniform: 


driving in the streets, and mingling with the crowd in European cos- 
tome, must be fatal to the Divine attributes so long assigned to 
the Mikado. Starched collars and patent-leather boots are enough to 
destroy all celestial affinities. We have heard lately of some design 
-on the part of the Tenno to promulgate a new religion. He had better 
be quick about it. No doubt it was quite within the limits of the 
Divine authority hitherto aasigned by the popular voice and tradition 
to the Supreme Head, to issue any decrees he might he inspired to 
frame for the spiritual and temporal government of his subjects. 
This, however, isa power which cannot long survive the familiarity 
of crowds, and daily life among his people as a mere ordinary mortal. 
In the meantime the Japanese as a people are giving the most un- 
deniable, if not altogether the most desirable, ovidence of assimilating 
all the elements of European civilisation, and so following in the track 
of their rulers. We learn that the Government of Japan has recently 
appointed a consul and vice-consul to Italy, in furtherance of the in- 
tereats of native merchants. They have been busied about a second 
Joan in London and Paris to the extent of six millions sterling, which 
is to bear interest at the rate of 7 percent. Pari paseu with these 
operations, the Japanese dealers in spirits are beginning to brand their 
gaki tubs with various inscriptions to entice sailors and others to buy 
the pernicious stuff they contain. Among others, we are told of a 
sofficiently ludicrous brand printed in large Roman letters: “ Best 
brewed saki saved one’s life.” If they would only be content with 
writing puffs for their own spirituous productions, one might forgive 
them. There are good people who do the same thing here. Unfortu- 
nately they bave advanced far beyond that in the paths of Western 
civilisation, and the worst trash is sold to sailors and soldiers, little 
capable of discriminating, under forged foreizn labels. So evil goes 
with good. We do not exactly know how far the missionaries may 
ultimately succeed in neutralising the former. But it is quite clear 
they have no power to prevent the converta to European civilisation 
from being shameless adepta in fraud and adalteration ; and following 
only too closely the example set them in our own centres of industry, 
* at Manchester and elsewhere.

Deparrure oF Rey. Garrrita JonN ror Caina.—A farewell meet- 
ing was held at Ebenezer Chapel, Swansea. The chapel, which is one of 
. the largeat in the town, was densely crowded. The mayor, Mr. Ford, 
in the absence of E. M. Richards, Esq., M.P., presided, and delivered 
a short address on the satisfaction all present must feel at having auch 
an opportunity of doing honour to a Swansea man. The rev. gentle- 
man first addressed his hearers at great length in Welsh, and then for 
a short time in English. In the course of his masterly address, in 
which he thanked all present heartily for manifesting the love they 
bore him, and for being present that evening, he defended the London 
Missionary Society from any blame that might be imputed to it by 
his leaving for China while his wife was in such a precarious state of 
health. The directors of the society had no hand in the matter. He 
had been treated by them as a gentleman and a Christian brother. A 
life-sized oil painting of the rev. gentleman was exhibited, which is to 
be presented to Brecon College, where Mr. John received his training. 
The artist was Mr. Jones, of Merthyr, and the painting does him great 
credit. Mr. John, a few days ago, was presented by his friends in 
Ebenezer Chapel (of which he became a member when eight years of 
age) with a valuable case of books. 


Mr. Coox rn Japan.—The Times publishes a letter from Mr. Cook 
of the voyage from San Francisco to Yokohama, which he concludes 
as follows :—We are really all delighted with Japan, and 12,000 miles 
from London, surrounded with endless foreign objects of interest, 
there is so much of home life that it is almost like being at home. 
Permit me, in conclusion, to acknowledge the great kindness of one 
well known in military, naval, and diplomatic circles, Mr. W. H. 
Smith, manager of the Army and Navy Club, who has been my guide, 
philosopher, and friend in our pursuits of pleasure in Japan. To- 
‘morrow we embark for Shanghai, going through the inland sea of 
Japan, which is said to combine all the beauties of all the English and 
Scotch lakes. Then we go to Hong Kong, Canton, and other Chinese 
cities, after which our programme includes Singapore, Penang, Galle, 
and parte of Ceylon, Calcutta, and a run over 2,000 miles of Indian 
railways to Benares, Agra, Cawnpore, Lucknow, Delhi, and thence to 
Bombay, where we embark for Egypt, the Nile, Palestine, from some 
of which places I may again trouble you. 


AMERICAN papers state that intelligence has been received at the Navy 
Department at Washington, from a naval officer of high rank at Tient- 
sin, stating that the Chinese soldiers are being rapidly armed with the 
latest improved patterns of breech-loaders, and that the foreign popu- 
lation is alarmed at the prospect of a disturbance. Whether this is 
being done for the purpose of success in the event of a revolutionary 
movement, or to be employed against the foreign population, ie the 
question just now. The naval officers at Washington, who are familiar 
wilh the condition of Chinese affairs, are of opinion that it is a prepa- 
ration for war against the Europeans in that country. The English 
diplomatic and naval officials are watching with great solicitude the 
turn of events, and will be prepared for any emergency. The orders 
of Rear-Admiral Jenkins, commanding the United States Asiatie 
pe ea ea of such a tenor that he will be ready with the best vessels 
* of the fleet. 


THE remains of the late Mr. Grant, of Kilgraston, N.B., were in- 
terred last week in the family burial place in the grounds of Kilgras- 
ton Houee. There was an unusually large concourse of friends and 
neighbours, amongst whom were his brother, Sir James Hope Grant, 
Lord Mansfield, Mr. Nisbet Hamilton, Sir George Home, the Hon, T. 


Thurlow, Sir Robert Menzies, Sir W. Stirling Maxwell, Sir Thomas 
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Monereiffe, Lord Charles Kerr, Lord Stormont, Lord Burleigh, the 
Bishop of St. Andrews, and many others. The deceased gentleman 
leaves a numerous family. By his firat wife, daughter of Lord Gray of 
Gray, he has left the present Baroness Gray. By his second wife, 
Lady Lucy Bruce, sister of the late Lord Elgin, he has left seven 
surviving children, of whom the eldest son, Mr. ees 2: Grant, who 
was long associated with Sir James Brooke, Rajah of Sarawak, suc- 
ceeds to the estate. 


Tue Burmese Exsassy.—The Burmese Ambassador and suite ar- 
rived at Dover on the 8rd inst., from Calais, by the mail steamer. 
They were received upon landing by Captain Broce, R.N., Admiralty 
Superintendent, and left immediately for London. The Ambassadors 
have since had an audience of the Queen to take their leave. 





Foreign FIutelligence. 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
: Hampoura, Feb. 4. 

The German Parliament, according to the present arrangements, will 
assemble in the second week of March, although it is by oo means cer- 
tain that the Prussian Chambers, which are now in session, will have 
got through all their business, in which case the two Parliaments will 
be sitting at the same time, a circumstance unprecedented in this 
country. Should such an event occur, it will be attended with some 
considerable inconvenience, because a good many of the membars belung 
to the Prussian and also to the German Parliament, and as they cannot 
attend in both places at once, they must neglect their duties in one to 
support or oppose a measure in the other; to say nothing of the risk 
of not being able to make a quorum, which of course would only tend 
to protract the session atill more, But notwithstanding the possibility 
of such a clashing, the interests of the Empire are paramount, and 
must take precedence of all others, as the coming session promises to 
become the most important of any that have hitherto been held. On 
the estimates for the army and navy depend the settlement of the 
Budget. The only revenues belonging to the Empire are those derived 
from stamps, the post and telegraph department,and the surplus—if there 
be one—from the administration of Alsace-Lorraine, all the rest of the 
expenses being divided among the different States in proportion to their 
population, by the so-called matricular payments. Among the other 
Bills to be brought forward will be one for a modification of the Con- 
stitution. It is proposed to create a responsible Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, another for the Finances, and a third for railways, cauals, river 
navigation, and other means of public communication. 

But by far the most important Bill of the Session will be that for the 
settlement of the bank and currency question, and as it is so pressing— 
having been delayed far too long, as it ought to have been settled last 
year, and a period fixed for its coming into operation—it will be one 
of the first to come under discussion. The Federal Council is now 
engaged in drawing up the details of the Bill. As yet but little has 
transpired on the subject, probably as the Council have come to no 
definite determination ; but asa general principle it is anderstood that 
the Bank of Pruasia is to extend its operations by doubling its present 
share capital, be placed under the immediate control and orders of the 
Chancellor, and have the exclusive privilege of issuing notea in propor- 
tion to the bullion and coin in the Bank cellars; whilst, on the other 
hand, they are to be restricted from issuing notes under a certain limited 
sum, probably 50 or 100 marks of the new currency. One reason for 
my saying above that the settlement of the new currency has been 
delayed far too long, is the great inconvenience felt all over the country 
by the scarcity of coin, for whilst the silver dollars are being bought up 
and melted into bars for export by the private trade, and the Govern- 
ments are honnd not to coin any more, on the other hand the new gold 
coinage—which now amounts to the respectable sum of 450,000,000 
marks, or nearly twenty-three millions sterling—has not been put fa 
circulation, but is lying idle and unproductive in the treasury. 


In the last Session a resolution was passed to defer to public opinion 
and repeal the very unpopular salt-tax ; but as it brought into the re- 
venue some seven or eight million dollars, a substitute for the tax had 
to be found in some other way. This was more easily said than done, 
and must have caused the Minister of Finance a good deal of headache 
to find the right horse on which to place the load. Nor has he yet sac- 
ceeded. At firat it was proposed to raise the duty on imported tobacco and 
cigars—the former from 4 thalers now payable up to 10 thalers per centner, 
and to augment the latter by making it 20 thalers instead of the pre- 
sent rate of 10 thalers—and further to increase the tax on home-grown 
tobacco ; but the very proposal raised such a nest of hornets about the 
Minister's devoted ears, that he was glad to escape from the din by 
letting the project fall to the ground ; for contrary to his expectation, 
the whole trade—importers, dealers, growers, manufacturers, retailers, 
and even consumers (this latter class being the most numerous, nam- 
bering ten millions of smokers)—rose up as one man to oppose such @ 
ruinous project. The latest proposal now under consideration by the 
Federal Council is to impose a tax on the transfer of movable property 
bought and sold on Change and in the Produce Marle, This may | 
have the good effect of checking to a certain extent the speculative and 
swindling transactions indulged in to such incredible amounts every day 
on the Stock Excbange and in the Share Markets of every place of note 
in Germany, whilst real purchasers and bona-jide investors will not ob- 
ject to pay the proposed tax. In execution of this project it is under- 
stood that to make a transaction legally binding the contract noteg are 
to bear a stamp of 24 groschens, or 3d. sterling, and as this Is to be borne 
both by the buyer and the seller, every such transaction would produce 
6d. to the revecue, to be levied by means of adhesive stamps as in 
bills of exchange, and obliterated in the same way. Secondly, there is 
to be a tax of § per cent. on all new loans, shares, bonds, and pre- 
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ference obligations issued in any of the German Money Markets; and 
lastly, a stamp duty of 3-5 per cent. on all foreign funds, shares, and 
other values, where the coupons or dividends are payable at any place 
within the territory of tho German Empire. 

Several Persian officers have arrived at Berlin with the iatention of 
making sg stay there to make themselves acquainted with the Prussian 
military organisation and study the German system of strategical tactics. 
Asa curiosity I may here mention that of these followers of Mahommed 
oneisa Freemason, and, after undergoing the needful examination, was 
formally acknowledged as such and has been admitted as an honorary 
member of the Grand Lodge during his stay at Berlin. He states that 
ip the same way that the Emperor and Crown Prince of Germany are 
members of the Order, so in Persia the Khan and most of the great 
officers of State and Court officials cultivate Freemasonry in the higher 
degrees, he himself belonging to a lodge equal to the Royal Arch in 
England. ‘ 

A special general mecting of the shareholders of the ‘* Deutsche Bank, 
Actien- Gesellschaft,” is convened for the 22nd inst. ut Berlin, to take 
into consideration several proposals for altering parts of the “Statutes” 
made by the Board of Directors. In consequence of the extension of 
the business to foreign countries it is proposed to strike out from the 
name of the firm the words “ Actien-Gesellschaft.” For the same 
reason it is considered desirable that the Board of Directors be repre- 
sented at the different places whcre there arc now only agencies or 
branch establishments. On the other hand, in order tu secure and In- 
crease the influence of foreign sharcholdcrs on the business of the Bank, 
they are admissible to representation at the Board. In the next place, 
it is found that tho transactions in foreign parts and the interests of the 
shareholders are partially crippled by having two persons armed with 
equal powers at the head of the branch cstablishments ; and finally, 
it appears advantageous that the directors of the branch Banks at 
Bremen, Hamburg, Shanghai, and Yokohama, as well as the one now 
in course of formation in London, should participate in the geueral pro- 
fits of the undertaking, which would not only place them on a better 
pecuniary footing, but be an inducement for their increased energy in 
prosecuting the business of the Bank. 


COMMERCIAL. 

As usual at this time of the year the Produce Markets are quiet, and 
there Js but little alteration to notice in the quotations. Tea is firmly 
held, and the sales by importers consisted of 355/4 and 600/16 chests 
Congou, 48/4 do Pekoe, with about 800 packages by the dealers. The 
demand for fine table Rice is continued, as the prices are justly eon- 
aidered low and leave a good margin for speculation. Of Cassia Lignea 
8,000 ehcsts have been sold by importers at 84 new marks per 100 lbs., 
but the official quotation is 86 to 87. There has been a good demand 
for Pepper, and Singapore sold readily at 624 to 68, and Penang at 59 
te 61 new marks per 100 Ibe. Raw Camphor is rather dearer, and re- 
fined neglected, though the refiners are not at all inclined to lower their 
prices. Some transactions are reported in Spelter, amongst which were 
2,000 centners ordinary marks, aad 3,000 do .Silesian Union for spring 
delivery at 16} marks banco, payable in new currency ; also 1,000 cent- 
ners at 16§, and 1,500 at 164. 

SHIPPING. 

SAILED.—Atalanta (str.), to Singapore and China; Johanna, to 
Nicolayefek ; Sophie, to Tahiti, 

The Olympia (str.) is advertised to leave for Singapore and China 
the middle of this month. There has been a sharp frost for the last 
week, and a good deal of ice in the Elbe, but not enough to impede the 
navigation. Sailing ships come up and down by the assistance of steam 
tugs, and steamers oan make their own way. 





HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RotrerpaM, FEB. 5, 1873. 

We are still waiting for the section report upon the Refurm Bill. T 
told you that this measure, proposed by the Ministry—it is sald that 
Mr. Fransen van de Putte is its true author—is generally condemned 
by the Liberal press, and the opinion is consequently that the report 
will not be favourable. It is not at all improbable that if this should 
be the case the Bill will be withdrawn by the Ministor. It is not yet 
certain when the members of the Second Chamber will meet, but some 
pews papers ussure us that the date is fixed for the 18th inst. I need 
not add that the discussions will be of much importance ; not only that 
upon the Reform Bill but also that about judicial organisation, buth of 
which may be made a stumbling-block for the Cabinet. If defeated on 
either of these Bills the Ministry will be compelled to resign. The 
Conservative papers are going so far in their speculations that they 
assure us most positively that next month will bring a Ministerial crisis. 
In the meanwhile many of the members of the Second Chamber have 
spoken on public affuira, amongst them Mr. Otto van Rees, who yester- 
day delivered an important speech about the Agrarian Law. It was 
mainl y a retrospective contemplation of the condition of agriculture in 
Java, but his opinion of the meaasure was anything but favourable. 
He commentrd strongly upon the fact that private industry was not 
sufficiently encouraged, and that the undertaking of the exploration of 
Waste Grount!s ought to be in the first place made by the Government. 
He further urged that the monopoly of the cultivation of coffee should 
be givewup by the Government to private industry. A time must 
come wifen the State will be obliged to give up its pursuits as planter 
and grocer, and fulfil ite only tusk—the promotion of the general wel- 
fare of Java. The specch was much applauded. 

There is again some confusion in the affairs of the Steamship Com- 
pany Nederland. One of the three managers, Mr. M. L. J. van As- 
percn, has retired, and has addressed a letter to the shareholders ex- 
plaining his motives fur this course, and condemning the general 
mapagement. Mr. Asperen urges that there should be only one director, 
not a merchant, but a nautical man, and that this director will pot 
reside ut Amsterdam, but at Niewe Dieppe. ‘This letter has made some | 
noise, and bas strengthencd the prevailing opinion that the hard times 
are not yet over for thiscompany. Let me add that Mr. van Asperen | 
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was regarded as the right man in the right place, when he was appointed 
manager. There is still another reason which makes it highly desirable 
that a reorganisation should be introduced, and this ia the competition 
of the English company, whose first steamer, the Wyberton, sailed a 
few days ago for Java, The rates of passage money are much leas than 
those charged by the “ Nederland,” und freight is also lower, whilst the 
ee is quite as regular and good as that by the last named company's 
eet. 

Your contemporary, the Pall Mali Gazette, has published a carious 
article about our colonies, which is a singular specimen of want of 
knowledge about our politics. The Gazette thinks it probable that the 
King of Holland would be inclined to sell Java and Sumatra! What 
would you say of a Dutch journalist who wrote that your Constitutional 
Queen would not be disinclined to sell one of the British possessions ? 
It is a singular fact that Englishmen generally speak with a certain 
disdain about Holland, without giving themselves the trouble of ascer- 
taining the true state of affairs. 

Rumours are ufloat that Mr. Stieltjes, M.P., had been appointed 
adviseur at the Colonial Department. This would most ceriainly 
have been a great concession on the part of Mr. Franzen van de Putte, 
but I regret to say that the report is quite unfounded. On the contrary, 
I am able to say that this gentleman—who has been engaged as 
technical adviseur of the Rotterdam Trading Society—has been invited 
to assume the fanctions of secretary of the Commission appointed 
by the Minister to make the financial arrangements for the East India 
Railway net. 

The Bank has lowered the rate of discount one-half per cent., and the 
weekly return is so far satisfactory that we may reckon upon a further 
reduction next week. The Money Market is well provided, but buai- 
ness at the Bourse is very limited; there is, however, a large demand 
for Bank shares, and those of the Rotterdam Bink are quoted at f.1193, 
those of the International Trading Company, Rotterdam, at f.105, and 
the Netherlands India Trading Bank at f.91. 

Belgian papers, which are still making great noise about the last 
treaty between Holland and Belgium (reterring to the Antwerp Glad- 
bach Railway), spread a rumour that Prince Henry, whose wife died 
some time ago, will marry a niece of his first wife, a Princess of Saxa- 
Weimar. ‘This statement is wholly without foundation. 

In afew days a Conservative paper, L’Hurope Conservatrice, will 
be published at Breda. Mr. L. Canteloube de Malaret is the editor of 
this journal, which will be a supporter of Roman Catholicism. 

The Japancee ambassadors will arrive here on the 23rd inst. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 

The weather has assumed a more wintry character during the past 
week, which has caused navigation in the northern part of the country 
to be closed up by the ice, but aince yesterday a strong thaw has set in, 
which will soon remove the existing impediments. Coffee has continued 
in good request, with great firmness in prices, many buyers, who had for 
along time mistrusted the movement in the article, having now been 
compelled by pressing wants to operate, so that the combination of 
speculators, who gave the first impulse to the late advance, have already 
had an opportunity to realise part of their purchases at a nice profit. 
Regarding other articles of produce, I have to report a dull market. 

Corrze has been in animated request, and a fuir business has been 
doing in shipments of private importation, especially at Amsterdam, 
where about 11,000 bags changed hands. It is difficult to meet sellers 
of good ordinary Trading Company’s Java under 52c. The following 
shipments of private importation found buyers since my last, viz. :— 
1,531 bags Java, ex Micbacl Angelo; 735 bags do., ex Conrad; 691 
bags do., ex County of Berwick ; 2,625 bags do., ex Henriette; 414 
bags do., ex Princess Amelia ; 8,020 bags do., ex sundry vessels. Total 
stock of Coffee on the 21st January, 423,400 bags, against 779,000 bags 
in 1872. Floating supplies to Holland, 443,700 bags. 

ScuGar.—Remuins very inactive, and I have only to report the sale 
of 543 baskets Svurabaya, afloat per Batavia, averaging No. 143, 
vacuum pan Sugar, very good and fine at f.344. Stock 6,000 tons. 

Tea.—The business doue is more of a retuil character from second- 
hands, to meet small wants. The cargo of China, lately imported here 
per steamer Hong Kong consists of 1,336/4, 4,544/12, 817/16 chests 
Congon and Souchong, but it is still uncertain when the same will be 
offered for sale. Stock 9,400 3-chests. 

Tosacco.—Java Leaves: Important sales of sundry marks took 
place at still advancing prices. The stock embraces 3,481 bales. 

Spices.—Transactions continue to be inainly confined to small sales 
of Nutmegs and Mace of private importation, for which easier prices are 
accepted. Stock on warrants, Nutmegs 2,525 casks ; Muce, 262 casks ; 
Cloves, 2,188 casks. The deliveries in January were very smull. 

RicgE.—A cargo of about 10,500 piculs, ex County of Navan, com- 
prising about 5,778 bags Khandanghauer, and 1,765 bags Iudramayoe 
sold afloat at Amsterdam at f.14. Stock 13,700 baga. 

RattTans.—Continue to meet ready buyers, and prices are further 
advancing. Sales have been closed here of 210 piculs ex County of 
Nairn. :

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THE APPEAL OF HART v. VON GUMPACH. 

Tuose who have followed the above action through its 
various stages must have learnt with satisfaction that the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council had reversed the 
decision given in the Supreme Court of Shanghai in favour 
of the respondent. And we need scarcely say that to all 
acquainted with the career of Von Gumpaca at Peking this 
judgment will have been as fully anticipated as must their 
wonder have been great at the extraordinary result of the 
first trial at Shanghai. The case gives rise to the question 
whether it should not be made competent to remove certain 
causes into which personal feeling has been largely intro- 
duced, beyond the reach of local politics and sympathies. 
Some such measure would appear to be the more desirable, we 
had almost said imperative, since, as in the case of Von Gua- 
pacH v. Hart, not only the jury but the Judge would seem 
to have shown a decided leaning towards the then plaintiff. 
The Foreign Customs is not popular among the mer- 
chants in China, and the invidious position of the Chief 
Commissioner, who stands as it were as a buffer between the 
Chinese Government and foreigners, renders him pecu- 
liarly open to hostile criticism. We have the highest au- 
thority for believing that a man cannot serve two masters, 
and it is possible that Mr. Hart, in his double capacity of 
confidential adviser of the Government and of Chief Commis- 
sioner of Customs may have been inclined to seek rather the 
interests of bis employers than of those of his owncvuntrymen. 
But however this may be, a strong feeling is known to exist 
among the mercantile communities in China against him. 
Under similar circumstances in England it is customary to 
apply upon a writ of @ certiorari for the removal of the trial 
to some place beyond the reach of such influences. And we 
would submit that for the future it would be as well to try 
all cases in which Mr. Hart is concerned either as plaintiff 
or defendant beyond the jurisdiction of the Shanghai Judge 
and juries. 

It will be remembered that in the year 1866 Von Gum- 
PAOH was appointed Professor of Mathematics and Astronomy 
at the College which it was intended to establish at Peking. 
The wisdom of his appointment was much questioned at the 
time it was made, as it was known that the professor held 
views on astronomical subjects which were opposed to those 
generally received by scientific men in England. However, 
this was a matter of small immediate importance, since, on 
his arrival at Peking, he found that obstacles had arisen to 
the establishment of a olass in astronomy. Of this 
delay he made great and unceasing complaints, but, when 
requested to occupy his idle time by teaching mathe- 
matics, he, although in receipt of his full income as profes. 
sor of both mathematics and astronomy, protested against 
the proposition as an indignity to a man in his position, and 
at length positively refused to do so. Things were in this 
condition when, on his expressing a desire to throw up his 
appointment and return to England, Mr. Harr promised to 
give him a year’s salary in advance, and to pay his passage 
home. Upon this understanding the allowance of one year’s 
salary was handed over to him. He took the money, and 
then, with charming simplicity, wrote to know whether he 
was to consider it as an annual addition to hissalary? The 
obvious answer was returoed to this extraordinary question ; 
but eventually, as he seemed unwilling to leave China, and 
in face of the fact that he had received the gratuity of a 
year’s salary on the undertaking that his appointment was 
cancelled, Mr. Hart, at the request of the President of the 
College, re-instated him in his former position. Even this 
conciliatory measure, however, by no means satisfied the 
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scientific professor, who presently incontinently left Peking 
for Shanghai, there to institute legal proceedings against Mr. 
Hart for breach of contract. The Tsuna-Lt YAMEN, on be- 
coming acquainted with this high-handed proceeding, came 
to the very natural conclusion that it was not fitt+¥© that he 
should be any longer retained as a professor in th¥ Uollege, 

and his connection with that establishment thereupon 
ceased. In order to establish his case against Mr. Harr in 
a court of law the professor was bound to show that the re- 
presentations made by the former to the Chinese Govern- 
ment on the subject of his conduct were wilfully malicious. 
This he failed to do, and yet the jury returned a verdiot 

in his favour. This finding the Judicial Committee of the 

Privy Couacil have now reversed, and we congratulate Mr. 
Hart on both having received this complete vindication of 
his conduct throughout the negotiations, and on having got 
rid of so obstructive a professor as Mr. Von Gumpaca. 


THE CHINA SUBMARINE COMPANY. 

Ty a late issue we noticed that the shareholders of the 
China Submarine Telegraph Company objected, to the rati- 
fication of the directors’ agreemert with the Great Northern 
Telegraph Company, for the establishment of a uniform 
tariff for messages to China. At present the rate charged 
by the Submarine is £6, and by the Great Northern £4 6s. 
Why does this difference exist? Simply bacause the Rus- 
sian Government convey the Great Northern messages to 
Wladiwostok for almost a nominal sum, and undertake all 
repairs to their land lines, The Great Northern Company 
has done little more than expend the capital for laying the 
submarine cable fron Wladiwostok to Nagasaki, and Shang- 
hai to Hong Kong. Competition is clearly a losing game 
for the Submarine Company, which is weighted with the 
cost of transmitting messages over the [ndian lines, 
which, we believe, absorbs nearly £4 out of the £6 
charged by the compwy on a message to China. We 
believe an opinioa exists amongst a section of the share- 
holders that the agreement already made prohibiting their 
company from going North of Hong Kong in considera- 
tion of the Great Northern not going South is a bad one. 
Good or bad there is no getting out of it, and the directors 
are wise to use all means to obtain any advantage for their 
shareholders by a working agreement with the Great 
Northern Company. It removes more difficulties than ap- 
pear at first sight. 


Wir reference to the report on the Quang Se in our ship- 
ping intelligence, we understand that an Average Bond hag 
been signed without prejudice. The iron and other sundries 
were reshipped, but the bale dry goods mostly returned. 
There is no proof, but strong presumption, that the valves 
were opened wilfully by some person. The question of lia- 
bility of ship and underwriters, on the cargo damaged, will 
probably be decided on legal authority. This steamer is 
under charter to the Pacific Mail Company for their Hong 
Kong and San Francisco line. 


S1r CHARLES WINGFIELD has given notice in the House of 
Commons that on Friday, the 7th of March, he will call 
attention to the Chinese coolie traffic, and move a resolu- 
tion. Mr. Barture CocHrane has given notice that on the 
13th inst. he will ask the Under Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs if he will lay on the table correspondence between 
Her Masesry’s and foreign Governments on the navigation 
of the Suez Canal. 


Tue long contemplated scheme of laying a Submarine 
Telegraph Cable between Hong Kong and Manila is about to 
be accomplished. We hear that some influential capitalists 
are about carrying out the undertaking in conjunction with 
Mr. WILLIAM FRoup, the telegraphic engineer. It is, we 
believe, also intended to lay a cable to connect Borneo and 
Singapore with Manila. 


WE understand that the Peruvian man-of-war, ‘hion, 
now repairing in London, and which has been ordered to 
Japan, is not likely to be ready for a month. 


WE are assured that there is no foundation for the state- 
ment that the White Star line of-Liverpool intend to put on 
steamers from San Francisco to China. 





Mr. W. F. Mayers, Chinese Secretary at Peking, will, we 
understand, leave for his post by the French mail of May. 
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JAPAN CONSULAR REPORTS. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Mr. Consul Robertson reports » decrease in Imports of 
$8,983,734, accounted for by the absence of demand for Saigon 
Rice. The gross Imports for the year show $14,445,231, against 
$23,428,948; and Exports $14,431,486, against $11,331,482. 
Exports thus show an increase of $3,100,004 ; but the general 
trade shows a decrease of $5,883,730 as compared with that of the 
preceding year. 

The business in Shirtings showed a large increase—more than 
double—over the previous year. Velvets exhibited a decrease 
even more disproportionate: Woollens remained without muchalte- 
ration, and Metals showed $462,843, against $217,021 in 1870. 

The commencement of the season found Yokohama overstocked ; 
3,500 bales of Silk had accumulated in the market in conse- 
quence of the war on the Continent. On the restoration of peace, 
however, trade revived, and 7,000 bales were bought for the Lon- 
don market. The total export for the year was no less than 
12.012 piculs, valued at $7,687,680, or nearly double that of the 
previous year, which was only 6,544 piculs, valued at $4,580,800. 
About two million silkworm egg cards were made, but, though 
a] were greatly reduced, one quarter of the stock was left on 

and. 

The demand for foreign Rice having so greatly declined, of 
course there was an abatement inthe tonnage. In the direct 
trade 83 ships only entered, and 37 cleared, with cargoes, against 
141 entered, and 38 cleared, in the previous year. ' 

The canal from Mississippi Bay to Yokohama, the enterprise of 
native capitalists, was approaching completion. The estimated 
cost was $300,000. 

HIOGO AND OSAKA. 

Mr. Consul Gower reports that considerable difficulty exists in 
ascertaining reliable figures ; in fact the labour spent in compil- 
ing the tables is little better than lost. And this state of things 
is likely to continue until the Japanese Government adopt a 
Foreign Inspectorate to protect their commercial revenues. In 
the present state of affairs Mr. Gower confines himself to the 
data of the Chamber of Commerce, as being the most reliable that 
can be obtained. 

Imports were beginning to be forwarded direct from foreign 
markets, but many of the ships on the berths for Yokohama and 
Hiogo were detained at the former port by agents who find it 
convenient to forward goods by transhippjng ham in the large 
American mail steamers, which call here every week on their 
way to and from Shanghai. Through these vessels Japan is sup- 
plied with many of the exports intended for the north of China; 
and this facility will be increased when the completion of the 
railway to Kioto and Tsuruga contributes to the supply of the 
North-West Coast. 

The Tea from the neighbouring districts had acquired such a 
reputation that American merchants sent for it exclusively. 
This, of course, brought about a system of adulteration, detrimental 
to the trade. Silk also does not show favourable results for the 

ear. 

The “Sho-sha,” or Government trading steamers, in endeavourin 
to monopolise the coasting trade, and to secure freight,are suupasel 
to concede certain advantages to the Japanese merchant, so that 
many from Osaka have actually been induced to take from thence 
native produce to Yokohama, and there purchase our goods—a 
plan which has, however, generally raiGltol in loss. 

The Import of Cotton Goods (according to the above data) 
amounted to $1,633,142; of which half was from England, and 
half from open ports. Woollens were $1,006,965—$406,046 being 
from England. Metals from England, about $20,000, and a like 
amount from open ports. Miscellaneous imports amounted to 
$412,823 ; Eastern produce, $325,336. 

In Exports, $1,754,722 were sent from Hiogo, and $327,070 from 
Osaka to England and other countries. To open ports in Japan 
there was also sent $708,195 from Hiogo, and $139,622 from Osaka. 
These figures are exclusive of treasure. 

Between the returns of the Chamber of Commerce and those 
of the Custom House there is a difference of more than 30 per 
cent. in favour of the former. 

The Shipping report shows only one British vessel entered, and 
four cleared from Hiogo. The indirect, or carrying, trade from 
and to open ports in Japan shows fifty-two vessels entered, and 
forty-one cleared. From Osaka we have but one British vessel 
cleared, and none entered. In the indirect trade six were entered. 

Four foreign steamers were purchased by the Japanese at a cost 
of $159,000. : 

Hiogo was promded with a lighthouse, the railway was pro- 

ressing slowly, and some wide roads were being made, but these 
imprzsments were checked by the late Gouchiji, Nakayama, 
against whose continuance in his office Mr. Gower forcibly pro- 
tests, stating that he has done more to retard the prosperity of 
the place than can be regained in two years. Among the mea- 
sures of annoyance which this Nakayama had accomplished were 
the levying taxes in direct contravention of the Treaty and tariff, 
and the refusal of plots of ground for the erection of foreigners’ 
residencies. Moreover, by the diversion of the Ikuta river, whieh 
was effected without the advice of a competent engineer, Naka- 
yama not only entailed a heavy expense on the Government, but 
also “somewhat made public a large plan which he had traced for 
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the useless continuation of the settlement eastward. This, if ever 
carried into effect, will certainly not take place for many years ; 
and it therefore had the prejudicial effect of discouraging im- 
provements on the rear lots of the present concession, by deluding 
their owners with a hope of soon obtaining front situations on 
the supposed extension.” 

A typhoon washed away the sea-wall of the Foreign Settlement 
in July, and it was not until after considerable delay that it was 
replaced by “a similar inadequate protection, which now ex- 
tends all along the native town. This certainly improves the 
appearance of the place, but it has been built on such economical 
and faulty principles that it is sure to crumble down at the very 
first severe test.” 

At Osaka a lighthouse was erected near the mouth of the river, 
rendering it approachable by night. Exclusive of numerous na- 
tive sailing craft the communication between the two ports was 
kept up by twenty-four small river steamers, some of which were 
constructed at Hiogo ; but more than half this number was never 
in working order at the same time. 

The Mint was set at work in August, but the bullion sent in 
for coinage far exceeded its working capacity ; anda large melt- 
ing-house was consequently put under construction. “ The Finan- 
cial Department, however, which, in that establishment, is en- 
tirely under the superintendence of Japanese, has given good 
reasons for complaint by not equally affording from the beginning 
the naturally expected impartial facilities ; and this went far to 
protect somewhat privileged capitalists in thus ruling for a short 
time fictitious fluctuations, and unfairly speculating to the detri- 
ment of the majority.” We have given this last and one or two 
other extracts from Mr. Gower’s Report in his own words, in order 
that our readers may judge of the difficulty of making out wha, 
he means from the manner in which he expresses himself. No 
doubt his facts are to be entirely depended on, but his style, it 
must be confessed, lends point to his complaint that ‘‘ educational 
institutions do not of late appear to have received that attention 
and assistance they deserve, which does not reflect much credit on 
the local authorities.” 

NAGASAKI. 

Mr. Consul Flowers reports a decrease of the Import trade by 
$1,063,659, and an increase in the Export trade of $1,014,989, as 
compared with the previous year. Considering the trade of the 

ort in the aggregate, it may be pronounced almost stationary. 
Mhe Import trade suffers from the confined outlet of this market, 
and the absence of wealthy native merchants and banking fa- 
cilities. ‘This trade was unremunerative. Piece Goods scarcely 
realised cost ; in many cases they left heavy losses. Exceptions 
may be made in favour of Grey Shirtings, during the early part 
of the year, and Black Alpacas, Merinos, and Fancy Woollens, 
chiefly of German manufacture. The demand for Metals was not 
large, and was chiefly confined to railroad and hoop Iron. Arma 
were unsaleable ; in many cases stocks, which had been here for 
two or three years, were reshipped to Europe for want of a market. 
This trade will probably be centralised in Yedo or Yokohama for 
the future. 

The Export of Tea increased from 17,893 to 26,750 piculs. To- 
bacco also attracted more attention, owing to the improved 
quality of the leaf produced. The improvement in this branch 
of trade may be considered permanent, and more land will be put 
under cultivation. Vegetable Wax seemed likely to become once 
more a staple export, if its cost could be reduced. In Camphor 
little was done here, the bulk being shipped from Hiogo. 

The export, however, which may be regarded as the most im- 
portant is the Coal trade, which reached 102,7CO tons, an in- 
crease of 46,500 tons in the previous year. There is no doubt 
that this increase will continue to be progressive as coal-mining 
becomes more thoroughly developed. Much, however, requires 
to be done before the trade can compete successfully with Chinese 
coal. The cost of coal here is more than double that of coal in 
Australia, loaded on board ship, notwithstanding the fact of the 
much greater dearness of labour in Australia. Messrs. Henry 
Gribble and Co. pointed out, in their report on the forthcoming 
revision of the Treaty; “that the Japanese Government should 
encourage the employment of foreign capital in coal mining, by 
recognising any equitable contracts that may be made between 
foreigners and Japanese, allowing the former to obtain due secu- 
rities for the capital invested, and itself not interfering in such 
contracts beyond stipulating for the receipt of a moderate royalty 
upon the quantity of coals produced.” 

Sbips can rely on outward cargoes, and need never leave in bal- 
last. The British vessels entered and cleared, however, decreased 
from 116 to 85, and their trade was absorbed by the Pacific Mail 
Compan Foreign shipping showed a greater decrease than 
British. A duty of one half per cent. is levied on all goods 
bought from, or sold to, foreigners. This affects the Import 
trade, as it becomes a direct charge, in addition to the regular 
tariff duty. It is not a very onerous one, but, the principle being 
once admitted, it may be increased at the option of the Govern- 
ment, to the detriment of foreign trade. The total value of Im- 
ports in 1871, from England and other countries, was $1,545,432 ; 
from open ports in Japan, $89,636. The Exports to England and 
other countries were $2,380,646 ; to open ports in Japan, $143,557. 
British Imports, as distinguished from foreign, were $278,125 ; 
British Exports, $568,599. 
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HAKODADI. 

Mr. Troup, Acting Consul, reports that the foreign trade de- 
ereased from the two previous years, and did not much exceed 
that of 1868. In 1871 Imports fell from $789,325 in 1869, and 
$541,221 in 1870, to $183,010; while Exports showed only 
$495,161, against $716,835 in 1870, and $990,710 in 1869. Mr. 
Troup attributes this falling off to the defective administration 
of the Government which transferred the fishing districts of 
Yezo from private into official hands—ever since which they have 
declined. 

The tonnage of American shipping was the highest for the 
ear, though, in the number of vessels, the British list stands 
rst. The greatest value of cargoes, on the other hand, was 

carried in German bottoms, the number of vessels of which 
nationality is greater than even the American. The consequence 
of the high figure presented by the American tonnage was. the 
institution of a monthly steamer of the Pacific Mail Company 
between this port and Yokohama—a gain which Japanese mer- 
chants and passengers seemed fully to appreciate. 

The registered native population of the town of Hakodadi was 
14,633 ; that of the surrounding districts of Kameda, Kayabi, 
and Kam-i-iso, 24,035—besides 276 Ainos, or Aborigines. There 
are only 26 Chinese residents in Hakodadi, and no more than 30 
of European or American nationalities. There is a considerable 
fluctuating native population dependent on the fisheries, on 
which the export trade of this island mainly rests. 

NBE-E-GATA. 

Mr. Consul Enslie reports trade and shipping as gradually de- 
creasing, and likely to cease altogether in a very few years, not 
withstanding the fertility, and mineral resources, of the soil. 
The chief causes of this decline are the bar at the entrance of the 
river, and the unprotected roadstcad. These might be remedied 
at comparatively moderate cost. But captains have steadily 
declined to risk their vessels in such dangerous waters, and the 
last foreign ship which visited this port left in June 1871. In- 
surance companies have also put their veto on the port; and 
premia for Nee-e-gata are in many cases higher than to England. 

Ebisu od Sado, a small neighbouring island, is supposed to be 
a harbour of refuge for ships bound for anchoring off Nee-e-gata ; 
but it is really of no avail, owing to the impossibility of procuring 
insurance on goods sent there in native boats, and the expense 
(to merchants) of keeping up establishments in both places. A 
50 ton steam lighter, of 10-horse power, could be chartered for the 
conveyance of merchandise to Sado and back, but insurance offices 
declined the risk, as they did those on native boats. Influential 
firms, knowing the resources of this place, if properly developed, 
were willing to give it a trial, but business was so discouraging 
that, early in 1871, they had all retired except one. Overland 
transport to Yokohama is too expensive to be generally employed, 
Nearly the whole import trade is, therefore, in the hands of the 
Japanese, notwithstanding a legitimate demand, which could be 
greatly encouraged by providing the facilities for safe navigation. 
The works that had been undertaken to this end had, however, 
resulted unsatisfactorily, being, no doubt, unskilfully conducted. 

Mr. Enslie’s Report is accompanied by a map showing the route 
of the canal between the Shinanogawaand Kawa-rivers. Thecostof 
this comparatively trifling work was fixed at £177,750 sterling, and 
the taxes necessarily entailed by its construction on the surrounding 
eountry are very high, the Government contributing only a very 
small share. What, therefore, requires to be done—and that without 
delay—is the removal of the bar—an undertaking on which the 
commercial vitality of Nee-e-gata depends. Mr. Enslie suggests that 
the capital necessary for this work might be raised by closing the 
Custom House at Ebisu, abolishing the present steam communi- 
cation between Nee-e-gata and Ebisu, and Jevying additional dues 
on junks. If it is urged that it would be better to close this 
port and open another—there being only one firm here, and that 
a German one—the place Mr. Enslie suggests is Nanao, in Noto, 
which, however, was discussed and dismissed before the opening 
of Nec-e-gata. If the latter place is left to its own resources, 
and the cutting completed as at present designed, a very few 
years will suffice to effect its ruin, and force the last foreigner to 
quit it, as a place totally unsuited for trade. 

By way of counterbalancing this disheartening statement, how- 
ever, Mr. Enslie tells us that the mineral resources of Nee-c-gata 
are great and undeveloped ; and the average total produce of the 
seven provinces of which it forms the centre amounts to no less 
than four millions and a half sterling per annum. That this is 
far below the producing powers of the country is generally ac- 
knowledged ; and there is no doubt that, with the adoption of the 
improvements suggested, its central position, its proximity to the 
sea, und its excellent water communication with the interior, 
might be made one of the most important sea-ports in this 
country. 


CONSULAR REPORTS. 
BORNEO.—SARAWAK. 

Mr. Vice-Consul Marten reports a marked decrease in the trade 
of Sarawak in 1871 as compared with the previous year, though 
it exceeded that of 1869. The cause of this fluctuation was the 
sudden demand and decline in gutta-percha—one of the chief 
products of the country—in which the export fell from $800,000 
in 1870 to $132,700 in 1871. In other articles, both of export 
and import, a steady increase took place. 
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Of the foreign trade a large proportion is carried on in British 
bottoms, the coasting trade being confined to native craft under 
the Sarawak flag. British Imports, however, valued £66,000, 
against £83,000 under the Sarawak flag,in 1871. The remainder 
were Dutch, £8,330; and native, £14,745. We give these figures 
in British currency for greater convenience, as Mr«Marten has 
calculated them, reckoning the dollar at 4s. 5d. In Exports, the 
British flag took away £77,879, against £65,766 under that of 
Sarawak. The Dutch took £10,922, and the native £15,258. 
During 1871 a Customs duty of $4 per koyan of 40 piculs—equal 
to about 8s. 9d. per ton—was levied on the export of raw sago, 
with the object of stimulating the local manufacture of sago 
flour, No alteration in the harbour dues was made in that year. 
but it was expected, as the Government was about to erect a 
lighthouse on Po Point, at the Moara Tabas entrance of the 
Sarawak River. The total Imports in 1871 valued $1,427,923, 
against $2,184,845 in 1870, and $1,121,866 in 1869. The total 
Exports were, in 1871, $1,268,337, against $2,332,631 in 1870, 
and $1,149,689 in 1869. ‘The direct trade in British vessels from 
and to Great Britain and British colonies amounted to twenty- 
three veasels entered, and twenty-one cleared.

The Romance of Siamese Harem Life. By Mrs. Auna H. Leon- 
owens. London: Trubner and Co.—This is a new book, by the 
authoress of the “ English Governess at the Siam >se Court,” and 
it surpasses its predecessor in sensationalism and incredibility. 
The narratives of which it is composed are so horrifying that it 
is impossible to read them without sympathy amounting to suf- 
fering, with the victims whose tortures the authoress recounts— 
that is, assuming that the tales are true, which we are thankful 
to feel is much more than we are prepared to commit ourselves to 
believe. Mrs. Leonowens, indeed, avows herself in her preface 
as not unprepared to find her statements met with incredulity ; 
and she does not go so far as to vouch for all the tales she tells. 
On the contrary, she says “she tells these tales as they were 
told to her.” But there is prima facie evidence of so much 
exaggeration—if not sheer invention—about these hearsay nar- 
ratives, that, not only do we regret that she should have 
permitted herself to publish them, but also we feel that 
they communicate an air of incredibility to those parts of 
the book for which the authoress vouches on her own experi- 
ence. It is altogether inconceivable that an Englishwoman could 
have reconciled herself to endure for any length of time the 
horrors of such a pandemonium as she describes—still less that 
she should be able to dwell upon the harrowing details of her 
“romances” with such painful minuteness, and evident gusto. 
We cannot perceive any reason why she could not have obtained 
permission to resign her appointment at almost any moment ; and 
therefore, as she carried out her engagement to the end we find it 
difficult to acquit her of the charge of ingratitude in spreading 
reports to the disgrace of those whose bread she ate for so long 
a period, and who appear to have always treated her with consi- 
deration and courtesy magnificently oriental. Ina word, her pre- 
sent book, highly seasoned as it is, must be taken with several 
‘grains of salt” before its contents can be swallowed. A re- 
deeming feature in the volume is to be found in the illustrations, 
copied from photographs supplied by Miss Bradley, a daughter 
of the Rev. Mr. Bradley, of Bangkok. Why Mrs. Leonowens, with 
so many facilities at her command, did not take more photographs 
on her own account is as inexplicable as the mystery which she 
throws round some of the personages in Mer ‘‘ romances ”"—for 
whoge real names she says she has substituted fictitious ones, “in 
order to shield from what might be undesired publicity persons still 
living.” This delicate evasion seems to be cnused by the appre- 
hension that The Romance of Harem Life may find its way into 
Siam ; but, in that event, Mrs. Leonowens cannot surely fail to 
perceive that, if her facts are true, they will identify these indi- 
viduals as certainly as would the publication of their real names. 


Ocean Highways presents us with a more than usually inte- 
resting part this month. 1n addition to some valuabie contribu- 
tions on the subject of Arctic discovery, it contains a large 
coloured map of the Siberian Polar Sea, compiled by Mr. E. G. 
Ravenstein, and another sketch-map of Delagoa Bay and the 
South African Republic, from the same authority. Dr. C. Beke 
contributes a paper oa the position of the sources of the Nile, and 
the proceedings of geographical societies at home and abroad are 
compendiously reported. 


Mr. Effingham Wilson has added another to the long list of 
Oommercial Hand-books, for which his house has so long ouere a 
special reputation, in a collection of General Interest Tatcom- 

iled by Mr. Henry Rutter, late agent of the Commercial Bank of 
Toidia at Hong Kong. Mr. Rutter has founied his work on the 
decimal system, for the cogent reason that that is the simplest 
and easiest method of computation ; but, though framed especiall 
for a decimal currency, his Tables may be used for any other, wit 
a little experience in reducing the divisions of the unit of cur- 
rency into decimals, And, in this manuer, the author claims for 
them the merit of superiority to other Interest ‘lables, as requir- 
ing fewer figures and references, and therefore economising time. 
The method of using them is very simple, multiplication being at 
most all that is requisite ; while, with round numbers, an answer

A prospectus has been issued of the Brazilian Submarine 
Telegraph Company (Limited), with a capital of £1,300,000, in 
shares of £10, under exclusive concessions for twenty years from 
the Brazilian and Portuguese Governments. The cables will be 
laid in three sections—namely, from Lisbon to Madeira, 653 
miles ; Madeira to St. Vincent, 1,260 miles ; and St. Vincent to 
Pernambuco, 1,953 miles—a total of 3,866 miles ; and the Great 
Eastern steamer will be employed in laying the deep-sea portion. 
The contract price is £1,280,000, with reservations as 4 guarantee 
for successful completion, and it is expected that the section to 
Madeira will be opened in July next, and that the whole work 
will be completed in twelve months from next May. Consider- 
ing the enormous trade with which this enterprise will be con- 
nected, Brazil standing fifth on the list of our foreign commercial 
customers, while the operations of the Argentine Republic, 
Uruguay, and Chili arc increasing at an unparalleled rate, it is 
matter for surprise that the enterprise has been so long delayed. 
Lord Monck is to-be chairman, and the Board, alike in its Eng- 
lish, Portuguese, and Brazilian elements, is strongly constituted. 
The prospectus will be found in full in our advertising columns. 
Among the directors are the Right Hon. Viscount Monck, chair- 
man of the French Atlantic ae Company ; Sir James An- 
derson, managing director of the Eastern Telegraph Company ; 
and Mr. Thomas Fuller, late of the China Submarine Telegraph 
Company. 


Ata meeting of the creditors of Messrs. A. Vivanti and Co., 
a resolution in favour of a liquidation by arrangement was agreed 
to, Mr. 8. W. Baggs, of Messrs. Honey. Humphrys, Baggs, and 
Co., being appointed trustee, with a committee of iuspection. 
The statement of affairs showed the unsecured liabilities to be 
£37,608, and the assets £39,467, including in the latter amount 
the sum of £29,944 as the estimated surplus of securities in the 
hands of creditors. The fully secured liabilities amount to 
£209,415 and the securities to £239,359. 


A meeting has been held of the British Indian Tea Company 
(Limited). The directors’ report, which was agreed to, referred 
to the deficient yield at Cachar, the expected total of 300,000 Ibs. 
having fallen short by 38,000 lbs., owing to unfavourable weather 
and severe blight. The quality of the tea, however, at all the 
gardens was stated to be considerably improved ; and with careful 
culture under the present managers a fair increase of production 
is anticipated for the new season. 


The traffic receipts of the Eastern Telegraph Company for the 
month of January, 1873, amounted to £33,287, against £37,953 
in the corresponding period of 1872. The Great Northern Tele- 
graph receipts for last month on the European lines amounted 
to 99,902 francs, against 86,277 for the corresponding period of 
1872 ; and on the China and Japan lines to 40,005 francs, against 
110,955 francs. 


The Ivanhoe, from London to Hiogo and Nagasaki, about which 
fears were entertained, being 177 days out, is reported by tele- 
gram to have arrived out on Feb. 4. 


The Times has the following with reference to the Labuan 
Coal Mines :— 


For more than twenty years the coal mines of the Island of Labuan, 
in the Eastern Archipelago, have been cited as a possession of great 
value. Lying within easy reach of Singapore, where the great demand 
for supplies for the steamcrs in the Eastern trade permanently prevails, 
and with great apparent facilities for Chinese or other labour, it has 
been described as a source whence any quantity could easily be had at 
prices which, even when coal was at less than half the rate now charged, 
would yield a large profit. But nothing favourable is ever heird. Three 
companics have been formed in succession, the first of which utterly 
failed through mismanagement, the second was one of the speculative 
Ccations of the epoch which preceded the panic of 1866, and the third, 
which still exists, and which acquired the mines for almost nothing, 
has during five or six years’ working never yielded a shilling to its 
shareholders. This last is called the Oriental Coal Company, and is 
carried on at a small office at Leith, where its London and other share- 
holders are simply invited to attend a yearly meeting, no reports or 
balance-sheets being ever transmitted to them. In these circumstances, 
asthe mines are understood to be held on some conditional lease from 
the Crown, it might be well for inquiry to be instituted as to whether 
they are really worthless, or capable, under proper supervision, espe- 
elally at a conjuncture like the present, of being turned to national 
account,

The Fairy, Johnson, arrived at Falmouth, Feb. 5, from Manila, with 
foremast sprung, and loss of bulwarks. 

A telegram has been received from Gibraitar that the steamer Pre- 
eursor, Capt. Roper, Iondon to Shanghai, had a mutioy on board, and 
the vessel was cdletained in consequence. 

The Francis, from Batavia to Boston, which went ashore at Cape 
Cod, parted her cables Jan. 18, and filled with water, the sugar re- 
maining in her hold was spoiled, and but little chance remained of 
saving the vessel. Later advices state that she had driven up badly 
on the beach and bilged, and had been stripped of sails and rigging.

Jupauent or ton Lorps or THE JupiciaAL CoMMITTEE OF THE 
Privy Councrn on roe APPEAL oF Hart v. Von GuMPacs, 
FROM THE SuprEME CounT FOR CHINA AND JAPAN; DBLI- 
VERED 28TH January, 1873. 


Present: Sir James W. Convine, Sir Bagnes Peacock, Sir 
Morracue Surtu, Sir Rosert P. Coutter. 


This is an Appeal from Judgments of Her Majesty’s Supreme 
“Court for China and Japan at Shanghai, established in the domi- 
nions of the Emperor of China by virtue of the Treaty of Tientsin. 

The Appellant and Respondent are English subjects in the 
service of the Chinese Government. The former holds the office 
of Inspector-General of Customs, one of his duties being to treat 
with foreigners on matters in which the Imperial Government is 
concerned, under the general direction of the Tsung-li Yamen, a 
Board of Ministers for Foreign Affairs. 

The Chinese Government having determined to establish a 
College at Peking for the purpose of teaching “ Western lan- 

uages and sciences,” the Appellant was authorised by the 

amen to engage Professors, and was invested with the general 
superintendence of the College. Acting on this authority he 
‘came to England, and the Respondent on his appointment ac- 
cepted the office of Professor of Mathematics and Astronomy in 
the College at a salary of £600 a-year. 

The action which gives occasion to this Appeal was brought 
“by the Respondent for alleged false representations made by the 
Appellant to the Yamen respecting his conduct as Professor 
which led to his dismissal by that Board. 

The Petition included a charge of alleged misrepresentation 
made to induce the Respondent to accept the professorship, which 
the jury disposed of in favour of the Appellant. It also con- 
tained a money claim which will be separately considered here- 
-after. 

In the answer of the Appellaut to the charge of false represen- 
tation, he denied that he had wilfully and falsely made the 
alleged representations, and he asserted that the representations 
respecting the Respondent were contained in a report made by 
him to the Yamen in the course of his duty as a servant to the 
Imperial Chinese Government, 

he Respondent demurred to the paragraphs of the answer 
which raised the defence of official privilege. and the Court or- 
dered the paragraphs to be struck out. This is one of the orders 
appealed from. 

Phe other issues were tried before the Assistant Judge and a 
jury, and a verdict found for the plaintiff (the Respondent) with 

arge damages. 

A rule nisi was afterwards obtained for a nonsuit ora new 
trial on the ground of misdirection, and that the verdict was 
against the evidence. 

The misdirections complained of were :—lst, the judge not 
having directed the jury that the representations were privileged ; 
2nd, not having left to the jury whether the representations were 
wilfully false ; 3rd, that there was no evidence to go to the jury 
that the representations were wilfully false. The last point 
appears in the rule asa ground of nonsuit ; but it may be taken 
as an objection to the direction of the Judge, because, if there 
was no evidence that the statements were wilfully false, the 
Judge ought to have directed a verdict for the Defendant. 

After argument the Court discharged the rule, which is the 
second order appealed from. 

It will be convenient first to advert to the facts, and the trial 
and the rule for a new trial, before the considering the judgment 
on the demurrer. 

The Respondent, and the Appellant, and Mr. Campbell, his 
secretary, were examined, and a long correspondence read, upon 
the trial. It appeared that, on the 15th August, 1866, the Re- 
spondent, who was then in England, received an official letter 
from the Appellant to say he had been selected for appointment 
**to the Chair of Mathematics and Astronomy at the ‘l'ung-wen. 
Kwan (College) at Peking.” After his arrival at Peking, obstacles 
arose to the establishment of a class in astronomy, and to the 
erection of an observatory. The Respondent was disappointed, 
and complained of the delay, and especially of the loss of the 
opportunities he expected for scientific observations. He evinced 
at the same time great disinclination to become the teacher of a 
class in mathematics. He continued to receive his salary, but no 
classcs in mathematics or astronomy were formed. Various sug- 
gestions were made to expedite the formation of these classes and 
to employ the time of the Respondent meanwhile, but they led 
to no result. In 1868 he went to the Hills, and was absent from 
Peking for some time, About June in that year he had inter- 

-views with the Appellant and Mr. Campbell, in which he ex- 
ressed his determination to return to Englind. This fact is 
ee dispute, for it is admitted in the Respondent’s own evi- 
ence. 

The Appellant and Mr. Campbell state that at these interviews 
the Respondent aleo declared that he would not teach mathematica. 
The Appellant says :—‘ He protested against being called on to 
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teach mathematics—it was an indignity to a man in his position 
to teach mathematics. He positively refused to do so.” Mr. 
Campbell says :—‘ In June, 1868, he was constantly complaining. 
He told me he was required to teach mathematics, and he coul 
not, and would not.” The Respondent was not recalled to con- 
tradict these explicit statements. He no doubt said in his evidence 
in chief, “ During the whole of the time I was not called upon to 

rform any duties nor did I refuse to doany.” This may be 
omy true, as classes were not actually formed. He adds :— 
“Mr. Hart came to me and asked me whether I would take again 
the Chair of Mathematics. I expressed my astonishment, as I 
understood Mr. Jamieson was appointed. I said I preferred to 
keep to our agreement. Hart appeared satisfied.” This evidence 
cannot be regarded as a satisfactory denial of the explicit state- 
ments that he had declared that he would not teach mathema- 
tics. It is to be observed that there is no proof of the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Jamieson. 

At one of these interviews discussions took place with reference 
to putting an end to the Respondent’s engagement, and the terms 
on which it should be done. According to the Appellants evi- 
dence it was arranged that the Respondent should give up his ap- 
pointment at the end of the coming September quarter on re- 
ceiving his salary for that quarter, and in addition an allowance 
of one year’s salary and a free passage home. The Respondent 
denies that such an arrangement was made, but the fact is beyond 
dispute that, early in the following month of October, the 
quarter's salary and a year’s additional salary were received by 
him. Soon after this payment, he wrote to inquire whether the 
year’s pay was “an annual addition” to his salary. Now, what- 
ever misunderstanding may have existed upon the question of 
a final agreement to terminate his engagement having been come 
to, there could be none as to the grounds upon which the allow- 
ance of a year’s pay had been made by the Appellant, who at once 
pied to this enquiry by a letter of the 15th October, 1868 :— 
“You now inquire if the year’s pay is ‘an annual addition’ to 
your salary—it isnot; itis simply the allowance I promised 
should be issued to you at the end of the September quarter, on 
the termination of your connection with the College.” In the 
same letter he was told that the Commissioner of Customs had 
instructions to provide for hima free passage home. The Re- 
spondent, in reply to this letter, protested against the propositions, 
and the truth of the statements contained in it; but he kept the 
money. 

The Respondent remained in China, but for a year there seems 
to have been no communication between the parties. On the llth 
October, 1869, however, he wrote to the Appellant asking for 
1,200 or 1,500 taels on account of his salary, and suggestin 
whetker it would not be expedient “ in the common interest, an 
more especially in that of the Imperial Government,” to settle 
all difterences by arbitration or otherwise. He was asked to 
state what the differences were, and he answered by giving a 
series of questions, so framed as to open his original engagement 
and all subsequent agreemeats, and to leave generally to an arbi- 
trator what he was in justice and equity entitled to receive as 
compensation from the Chinese Government. The Appellant ina 
long letter in reply, recapitulated the history of the Respondent’s 
relations with the Imperial Government, and in the end stated 
that the questions were not of a nature which, as the Agent of the 
Government, he would be justified in submitting to arbitration. 

In the course of this renewed correspondence, the Respondent 
expressed a strong desire to stay in China, and urged his claim 
“in the common interest of science at large, and of Chinese 
science in particular,’’ and expressed a desire “‘ to write the history 
of Chinese astronomy and mathematics.” It appears also that 
abont this time Mr. Martin, the Llead of the Professors, made a 
communication to the Appellant in his favour, which induced the 
Appellant to recall the despatch he had sent to the Yamen re- 

orting the Respondent’s resignation; and on the 22nd Novem- 
er, 1869, he thus writes to Mr. Martin:— . 


“ Inspectorate-General of Customs, Peking, Nov. 22, 1869. 

“ Str,—Having refererce to Mr. Von Gumpach, who claims to still 
hold an appointment in the Tung-wen-Kwan, I beg to inform you that 
I never had any desire to displace him, and as he himself does not de- 
sire to be rezarded ag having resigned, I have wriiten officially to the 
Yamen to withdraw my former despatch, and to state that Mr. Von 
Gumpach, with your approbation, continues to retain his position. —I 
am, Sir, your obediont servant, 

‘*Rosert Hanz, Inspector-General. 
“ Revd. W. A. P. Martin, D.D. 
* President of the Tung-wen-Kwan, Pcking.” 


On the same day the Appellant sent the following despatch to 

the Yamen :— 
€* Peking, Noy. 22, 1869. 

“Tt will be remembered that I addressed the Yamenin my despatch 
of 22nd Soptember, 1869, with reference to Fang-Ken-pr (Von Guin- 
pach) who was long since engaged by me in behalf of the Yumen as a 
Professor in the Tung-wen-Kwan (lit,, Government Schoul of Lan- 
guages) explaining that, in consequence of my having refused his request 
tu raise a raised terrace (observatory ?) and to purchase books, Fang- 
Ken-pa had afterwards steadily declined to do any of the work that was 
allotted to him. And I (therein) reported that he had said to me in 
June, 1868, that ‘as there had been words to the effect that he might 
return to his country, why perhaps he had better resign aud dv so.” 
I now have to state that I am told by Ting-wei-liang (Mr. W. Martin), 
the Head of the Professors, that Faog-Ken-pa has not yet returad 
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home, and farther that he holds that my action above, in requesting of 
_the Yamen that his functions might cease (#.¢. to accept bis resignation), 
was without any agreement or consent on his part. 

“ Since, therefore, the Professor in question declares that he has not 
resigned, I have to request the Yamen will lay aside my despatch about 
his functions ceasing. 

“© T must consult with the newly-made Head of the College as to the 
way in which this matter is to be settled. 

“ Asin duty bound, I write this for the information of the Yamen. 

* A necessary despatch, &c.” 

This attempt to reinstate the Respondent was frustrated by his 
own hostile proceedings. On the 27th November the Respondent 
wrote to the Appellant a letter, in which he says :— 

“Your refusal to settle the differences pending between ua, either by 
fair arbitration or amicable arrongement, imposes un me the necessity of 

-submitting them to a legal decision. With this view I intend proceed- 
ing to Shanghal to-morrow, and I therefore request that you will be 
pleased to inform the Imperial Government with both the occasion for, 
and the object of, my temporary absence from the capital.” 

He added that there could be no objection, as he was told in 
1867 that students would not be ready to join the astronomical 
class for seven or eight years. 


This letter was reported as the Respondent desived: to the 
Yamen, and the action taken by them ie it appears in the fol- 
lowing despatch from that Board to the Appellant :— 


‘* The Yamen to Mr. Hart, Inspector-General of Customs. 

(No. 375.) ‘ Nov. 29, 1869. 

“On the 23rd of November, the Yamen received a despatch from 
the Inspector-General, reporting that, having reference to Professor Von 
Gumpach, who, according to an intention formed in June, 1868, having 
resigned his appointment, was to have gone home. President Martyn 
had stated that Mr. Von Gumpach, still in Peking, disputes the Inspec- 
tor-General’s report concerning his resignation. The Inspector-Gencral 
thereon proceeds to say, ‘ As Mr. Von Gumpach now maintained that 
he has never resigned, the Yamen is requested to consider the despatch 
reporting him to have resigned os not written. 

“Just as the Yamen was drafting its reply, another despatch was 
received from the Inspector-General, dated 28th November, and which 
states :— 


*¢ The Inspector-General’s last despatch, requesting the Yamen to 
eancel a former despatch reporting Mr. Von Gumpach’s resignation, 
was duly communicated to Mr. Von Gumpach by President Martyn. 
Professor Von Gumpach has now written to say that it {s his intention 
to leave Peking on the 28th November, to go to Shanghai to procure a 
legal decision in those matters wherein he considers the Inspector.- 
General’s action wrong. and he requests that the same may be reported 
to the Yamen. 

“On the 28th Professor Von Gumpach left Peking. 

“Tn acting thus, and in leaving without permission, Professor Von 
Gum pach appears to the Inspector-General to be doing what, if allowed 
to pass unnoticed, may be harinful to the interests of the Tung-wen- 
Kwan. The Yamen is therefore requested to consider the matter, and 
issue instructions fur the Inspector-General’s guidance.” 

‘*Having received the foregoing report, the Yamen, in reply, has 
now to state that, in view of the action thus taken by Professor Von 
Gumpach, it is not fitting that he should be any longer retained as a 
Professor in the said College. 

“The Inspector-General is accordingly hereby instructed to acquaint 
the President with the Yamen’s decision, and to intimate the same to 
Mr. Von Gumpach. : 

“The Yamen, in conclusion, leaves it tothe Inspector-General to be 
guided by circumstances in deciding whether or not to issue a year's 
pay and allowance for pas:age home to Mr. Von Gumpach.” 

The decision of the Yamen was notified to the Respondent on 
the 30th November, and the correspondence appears to be closed 
by the two following letters from ths Appellant’s secretary, Mr. 
Campbell, to the Respondent :-— 





“Shanghai, Dec. 15, 1869. 

“ Dear Mr. Von Gumpach,—Mr. Hart requests me to intimate to 
you that the President of the Tung-wen-Kwan has sanctioned the pay- 
ment to you of salary for the period from the 1st October, 1869, to the 
30th November, 1869, minus a sum of Ts. 158, authorised to be paid 
on your account to Mr. Edkins.—Believe, me, yours truly, 

“J. D. CAMPBELL, Chief Secretary. 

“ Johs. Von Gumpach, Eeq., &e. &e. &e.” 

“ Inspectorate-General of Customs, Shanghai, 
Dee. 18, 1869. 

“Sir,—I am directed by the Inspector-General of Customs to ac- 
knowledge your letter of the !7th inst. 

“Tam.to hand you the inclosed cheque for 176 t. 2 m. balance of pay 
due to you at the end of November last. 

‘* And, with reference to the concluding paragraph of your letter, I 

.am to inform you that the Taung-li Yamen las authorised the Inspec- 
tor-General to decide whether or not a pass:ge home and a money al- 
lowance of one year’s pay ehall be given.—I am, Sir, your obedient 
servant, **J., D. CAMPBELL, Chief Secretary. 

“ Johs. Von Gumpach, Esq., Astor House, Shanghai.’ 

The misrepresentations alleged in the Petition to have been 
made by the Appellant to the Yamen are, “that the Plaintiff 
had asked to be relieved from his duties, and declined to perform 
them ; and that he had absented himself from Peking at a time 
when his active services might be required at the College.” 

The proof that representations were made to the Yamen in the 
terms alleged is not at all clear, particularly as to the part relating 
to the active services of the Respondent. But it is not necessary 
to examine minutely this proof in considering the grounds of ob- 
jection to the direction of the J udge, which are stated in the rule 
for a new trial.

The direction, so far as it relates to the misrepresentations, was. 
as follows :— . 

‘©The second fssue was, whether Mr. Hart, by misrepresenting that: 
the Baron was absent from Peking when he was wanted, made a false 
statement, and did the Chinese'Government dismiss him in consequence. 
Tt was a thing specially for the jury to consider, whether the represen- 
tations were warranted by facts.” 


This is the whole of the summing up on this issue (except as to- 
damages), and their Lordships are of opinion that it is clearly 
defective and erroneous. They think, in the lowest view that 
can be taken of the relations of these gentlemen to the Imperial 
Government, and to each other, that the representations made- 
by the Inspector-General were privileged communications in the 
ordinary sense in which those words are understood; that is to 
say, communications so far justified by the occasion on which 
they are made, that the inference of malice, which, prima facie, 
arises from defamatory statements is rebutted, and the burden of 
proving express malice thrown on the Plaintiff. 

The Appellant was entrusted by the Government with the 
general superintendence of the College and its Professors, and it 
was his duty to make reports to the Yamen upon matters relating 
to its management and welfare. The resignation of a Professor, 
his absence from Peking, and any avowed disinclination or re- 
fusal to perform the duties for which he was engaged, were mate. 
ters which it would be within his province to report. Reports so 
made, although defamatory, are prima facie justifiable, and the 
duty of making them rebuts the malice which the law implies 
and renders proof of actual malice, that is, of some wrong and. 
improper motive, necessary to the maintenance of an action. 

Tt was not denied on the part of the Respondent that this 
qualified privilege attached to the communications made by the 
Appellant to the Yamen, but it was contended that the question 
was not properly raised by the form of the issues ; and, turther, 
that actual malice must be taken to have been found by the jury. 
The Supreme Court appear to have adopted this contention in dis- 
charging the rule for a new trial. 

But, in the view taken by their Lordships, the question of pri- 
vilege was substantially involved in the issuesto be tried. In 
technical strictness, perhaps, the Plaintiff ought to have alleged 
that the representations were malicious, but it may be taken in 
substance to be so alleged in the averment that the representa- 
tions were wilfully false. If, however, this be assumed in the 
Plaintiffs favour, it follows that the proof must be the same ona 
traverse of that allegation as if malice had been expressly averred. 

The Judge ought therefore to have explained to the jury the 
relation and position of the parties, and (assuming for the present 
the existence of a limited privilege only) he should have told 
them that the action would not lie if the statements were made. 
honestly, and in a belief of their truth, and that the burdenswas 
on the Plaintiff to prove they were not so made. 

No such explanation, however, was given. The Judge gnly 
asked the jury whether the Appellant had made false atate ments 
and whether the representations were warranted by facts. The 
last question is clearly misleading. In cases of this kind, the 
question is not as upon a plea of the truth of the libel, whether 
the representations are true, or warranted by facts; but whether, 
although they may not be true, the Defendant might -have 
honestly believed them to be so, and made them, without malice, 
in the discharge of his duty. 

The material word “ wilfully,” which might have opened the 
minds of the jury, although, without explanation, imperfectly, 
to the real issue, was omitted altogether from the question. The 
Supreme Court, in supporting the direction, say it was not neces- 
sary to ask the jury whether the representations were “ wilfully ” 
false, because they had the paragraphs before them which dis- 
tinctly charged the Defendant with making wilfully false state- 
ments. Their Lordships cannot concur ia this opinion and re- 
lieve nad summing up from the objection made to it on this. 
ground. 

The consideration of the Judge’s direction by their Lordships 
has hitherto Spey on the assumption that there was evidence 
proper to be left to the jury, and on that assumption it appears. 
to them to be wrong; but, on reviewing the proof offered at the 
trial, they have come to the conclusion that there was no evi- 
dence of malice to sustain the action. 

Their Lordships have carefully gone through the evidence and 
correspondence, and have not found any acts or expressions of the- 
Inspector-General which indicate bad, or even unfriendly feeling 
towards the Respondent ; on the contrary, he appears to havo 
given considerationtohiscomplaints and remonstranceg, explained 
to him from time to time the difficulties attending the formation 
of the School of Astronomy, and shownja desire to mitigate the 
disappointment occasioned by the delay. When the Respondent 
expressed a wish to return to Europe, the Appellant did not press 
him to do so, but appears to have been willing either toretain him. 
as a Professor, and provide some employment for him in the Col- 
lege, or to accept his resignation and facilitate his return to Eng- 
land, offering, in the latter case, allowances which show that he 
was not dealing with him in a harshor unfriendly manner. It is 
to be observed that the Respondent himself in his evidence at the 
trial does not suggest that any unfriendly feeling existed or was 
shown tohim. On the contrary, hesays:—“I believe Mr. Hart 
had the best intention to carry out the schemes proposed.” 

It was contended that the representations themsclves supply 
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to show tle nature of the defence; it must deny the material 
allegations intended to be questioned, and allege ‘any matter of 
fact not stated in the Petition on which the Defendant relies” 
This is not analogous to the English system of pleading in the 
Courts of Common Law, where, in general, each plea is separately 
regarded, and must furnish a complete answer independently of 
all other pleas un the Record. 
are not in the nature of such separate pleas, and, unless where 
clearly so intended, should not be so treated. 
viously occur where justice would not be done unless the para- 
graphs of au answer were read together. In this case the Ap- 
pellant, in one part of his Answer, denies that the representations 
were wilful and false, and in the paragraphs in question alleges 
facts, showing under what circumstances they were made. Their 
Lordships consider that both

these paragraphs of the Answer allege matters relevant to the 
defence, their Lordships think that the order for striking them 
out ought to be set aside, and the paragraphs restored to the 
ecor: 


evidence of malice. It is no doubt true that malice may in some 
cases be inferred from the defamatory statements themselves ; but 
where representations, if dona fide, are privileged by the occasion on 
which they are made, the mere circumstance that they are de- 
famatory does not furnish that proof :—it must be shown, either 
from the nature of the language employed, or by extrinsic evi- 
dence, that they were prompted by bad feeling or wrong motives, 
and it is not sufficient in such cases that the representations are 
covsistent with the existence of malice, they must be inconsistent 
with bona fides and honesty of purpose. (The cases on this point 
were cited and their authority recognised by this Board in 
Laughton v. the Bishop of Sodor and Man.) 

The representations in this case afford no intrinsic evidence of 
malice. They relate only to the conduct of the Respondent as a 
Professor of the College. and it would be the duty of the Appellant 
to make them to the Yamen, if they were true, or he believed 


them to be so. But it is said the evidence proves they were un-. 


true in fact. Their Lordships are by no means satisfied that it 
does, on the contrary there is much which leaves the impression, 
if that had been the question,’ that the Respondent had really re- 
signed his appointment. 

With regard to the statement respecting the Respundent’s ab- 
sence from Peking, their Lordships have been unable to find the 
evidence of what the exact representation was. If it related to 
his going to Shanghai, there was foundation for it. 

Undoubtedly, however, if the truth of the statements had been 
the issue to be tried, it would have been proper to leave the evi- 
dence to the jury ; but that, as already observed, is not the issue. 
The question is whether the statements are so groundless that they 
afford evidence that the Appellant knew and believed they were 
untrue, and acted from malicious motives in making them. Their 
Lordships think that the Appellant might have honestly believed 
he was reporting what was substantially true, and that there is no 
evidence from which it can be reasonably inferred that he was 
acting otherwise than in the bona fide discharge of what he con- 
ceived to be his duty. But it is enough to say that it is consistent 
with the evidence that such were his belief and motives, in the 
absence of any proof that he really entertained hostile or un- 
friendly feeling towards the Respondent. The Respondent there- 
fore failed to sustaia the burden, thrown upon him by the law, of 
proving actual malice. 

Having come to the above conclusions, it is almost unnecessary 
for their Lordships to say that, if the only question on the rule 
had been whether the verdict was against the evidence, they must 
on that gronnd have directed a new trial. They now advert to 
this part of the rule, chiefly because the Court in their judgment 
seem disposed to renounce the exercise of the power to grant new 
trials in cases of verdicts against evidence, except where they are 
“evidently perverse.” Tho Judges refer to the possible incon- 
venience of a single judge having to exercise it. Their Lordships 
think the Court ought not thus to limit their discretion. Un- 
doubtedly, whether the Court is composed of a single judge, or 
many, the verdicts of juries should not be disturbed, unless the 
Court can come to aclear conclusion, on definite grounds, that 
they are wrong. But when this conclusion is arrived at, it would 
be the duty of the Court, in many cases, to act upon its own 
opinion. The Judges below may, perhaps, have intended to allow 
a wider meaning to the terms “ perverse verdicts” than is com- 
monly given to them, but if the rule apparently laid down by 
their judgment should be really acted on, verdicts founded on 
mistake or prejudice would be, in effect, irreversible. 

Their Lordships now come to the consideration of the 22nd and 
24th paragraphs of the Answer, which were ordered to be struck 
out on demurrer. 


The 22nd paragraph alleges, in substance, that the Appellant 
and Respondent were in the employment-of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, and that it was the duty of the Appellant to report to the 
Yamen upon the conduct of the Professors of the College, and that, 
in the exercise of such duty, and as an act of duly, and not other. 
wise, he made the representation complained of. 


The 24th paragraph is to the effect that it was the Respondent’s 
duty, by virtue of his employment by the Chinese Government, 
to superintend the affairs of the College, and the foreigners con- 
nected therewith, and to make such representations and reports 
as to him in his discretion should scem fit in the premises (not 
alleging to whom), and that the representations complained of 
‘were made in the exercise of his lawfal authority, and of his duty 
ag a servant of the Chinese Government, and in pursuance of no 
other object. 


These paragraphs, in their Lordships’ opinion, state relevant 
facts to raise the issue that the reports were, from the relation of 
the parties to the Chinese Government, privileged in the limited 
sense before explained. The Court below struck them out, on 
the ground that they must be taken to admit that the reports 
were wilfully false, and, by implication, malicious. This is not 
clear upon the construction of the paragraphs themselves ; but, 
looking at them with reference to the Rules which regulate the na- 
ture and form of pleading in the Court below, their Lordships think 
that the order to strike them out ought not to have been made. 
According to these Rules, pleadings are to be in the form of 
Petitions and Answers.

Their Lordships, however, think that the answer does not con- 


tain sufficient facts to enable them to give judgment for the Ap- 
pellant on this ground. 


It was argued that what had been done was an act of State, 


and, therefore, beyond the cognizance of a Municipal Court. 
But the wrong complained of is not an executive act of the Chi- 
nese Government, nor of the Appellant asits Agent. The action 
is founded not on the dismissal of the Respondent from his post, 
but on alleged false and wrongful representations which are 
said to have led to it. 


If the power to dismiss had been dele- 
ated by the Chinese Government to the Appellant, and he had 
rom whatever motives, discharged the Respondent by virtue of 


that authority, it may be that his act should be regarded as an 
act of the Government. 
supposed case, or the principles which determine the effect of the 
acts of sovereign Powers, and their Ageuts, since the wrong com- 
plained of does not in their Lordships’ view fall within that cate- 
gory. The dismissal in this case was the act of the Yamen, and 
the legality of their act is not in any way impugaed.

A further contention on this part of the case was, that ques- 


tions of this kind arising between officers in the service of a 
foreign Government ought not to be entertained by an English 
Court, although the litigants might be English subjects. It was 
urged that it would be against public policy and the comity of 
nations to allow of such inquiries. 


This contentiun opens a question of great importance; but 


their Lordships think that, in the present case, the facts stated in 
the answer are insufficient to raise it. 


By the law of England, actions for libel, and other personal 
wrongs arising in foreign countries, may be brought in un Eng- 
lish Court; and any special circumstauces which preclude the 
Court from entertaining them should be shown (see Mostyn v. 
Fabrigas, and the Notes 1 Smith’s Leading Cases, 6th edition, 
623, and Scott 7. Lord Seymour, 1 H & C. 219). 

Now the answer does not state what are the laws and customs of 
China with reference to reports of this kind, nor whether any pro- 
tection is allowed to the officers making them, nor what specific 
privileges were accorded to the Appellunt as a servant of the 
Chinese Government. It does not allege that ho was a Minister, 
with the duty of advising on affairs of State, or even that his re- 
ports were confidential, or that it is contrary to the law or policy 
of China, or the usages of the service, to allow a subordinate officer, 
if maliciously defamed, to seek redress in the Courts. 

It was admitted that the present case was one of the first im- 

ression, and no decision could be found which governs it. The 
immuvity accorded to Judges, Counsel, and others engnged in 
the administration of justice, against actions for statcments 
made in the course of duty, and the 1ecent case of Dawkins». 
Lord Paulet (L.R. 5 Q.B. 94), in which the sume protection was 
extended to reports made by a military officer for the informa- 
tion of the Commander-in-Chief, were referred to. The immunity 
in these cases rests upon grounds of public policy and conve- 
nience: the object being to secure the fiee and fearless discharge of 
high public duty in the administration of justice, and the main- 
tenance of military discipline, on which the welfare and the 
safety of the State depend. 
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The principle of this rule may be capable of application to 
cases other than those already brought within it, but it does not 
scem apposite to the circumstances of the present. 

Considerations of public policy arise, if at all, in this case upon 
the suggestion that it is contrary to the comity of nations, and 
therefore against the public interests of this country to entertain 
@ suit involving an inquiry into Reports made by an officer in the 
service of a foreign State to the Government of that State. 

Their Lordships are not prenared to say that cases may not 
occur in which effect should be given to these considerations. If 
it were shown that by the law and customs of China, officers in 
the service of the Government were absolutely protected in making 
Reports concerning their subordinates, and that it was against the 
policy of the Empire to allow them to be ysicie by any 
Court, it might be proper to hold that it would be contrary to the 
comity of nations, and therefore against our own oe policy, 
having regard to this comity, to allow a subject of the Queen, who 
had voluntarily entered into that service, to maintain such an 
action asthe present. But this is not shown, and if the law and 
customs of China should be otherwise, and it is not the policy of 
that Empire to prevent redress for a wrong inflicted under the 
colour of official reports, in the case of such a servant as the Ap- 
Sarerp appears to be, then it may well be that nothing would be 

ound in English public policy to preclude the Queen’s Courts from 
entertaining the action between her own subjects. 

It was then insisted that, if the Queen’s Courts in England 
might entertain the action, it would still be contrary to the spirit 
of the Treaty of Tientsin, which authorised the Queen to establish 
Courts of Justice in China, that her Court so established should 
take cognisance of it. Their Lordships are unable to find in the 
Treaty sufficient grounds for this contention. 

By Article XV., “All questions in regard to rights, whether of 
property or persons, arising between British subjects, shall be sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction of the British authorities ;”” and the effect 
of the Order of the Queen in Council establishing the Supreme 
Court, and declaring its power and jurisdiction is, that the law of 
England, as between British subjects, shall be administered in it. 
Their Lordships therefore are unable to declare that the same 

rinciples of law shall not be applied to the decision of the action 
in the Court below, which would have governed it, if brought in 
the Queen’s Courts in England; especially when no act of the 
Chinese Government is impugned and no law or custom of China 
is, for anything which appears, violated. 

In case the action should again be taken to trial (which their 
Lordships cannot anticipite will happen) it wi:l be the duty of 
the judge to rule that the Reports were privileged in the limited 
sense above explained, and that the action cannot be maintained 
without proof of express malice ; and if the same evidence only 
is given, to direct a verdict for the Defendant, on the ground that 
it does not afford such proof. 

Their Lordships desire also to point out that, in their view, the 
evidence fails to connect the dismissal with the alleged false repre- 
sentations. The first of them, relating to the Respondent's wish 
to be relieved from his duties, and declining t> perform them, was 
made long befora, and there is really no proof that it led to the 
dismissal, which proceeded on the fact that the Respondent had 

one to Shanghai without permission for the purpose of taking 
egal proceedings. It was “in view of the action thus taken by 
the Professor,” to use the words of their despatch, that the Yamen 
decided, “it is not fitting that he should be any longer retained 
asa Professor of the College.” It is to be observed that it was 
not at all likely he would be retained, after he had taken this 
hostile step. 

It only remains to consider the money-demand. Tt appears 
that the Chinese Government were willing to pay 176 taels to the 
Respondent, as the balance of his salary to November 1869, and 
a cheque was sent to him by Mr. Campbell for that amount in tho 
letter of the 18th December, 1869. It does not clearly appear on 
whom it was drawn. It was suggested that the fund out of which 
it was payable was in the hands of the bankers of the Government, 
and that the cheque was not paid owing to the refusal of the 
Respondent to give the receipt required of him; but, however 
this may be, there is no evidence that the Appellant had received 
the money, and held it, as the agent of the Respondent. 

This point was not raised by the rule for a new trial ; but that 
is not, now, material, for, the rule being made absolute, the entire 
verdict will be set aside. Their Lordships think it right to state 
that, in their opinion, no evidence whatever appears to support 
this claim. They think also the 23rd paragraph of the Answer, 
which alleges that the money was entrusted to the Appellant as 
the servant of the Government to be disposed of at his discretion, 
is a clear answer to the demand, as it negatives that the Appellant 
held the money as the Respondent’s agent or to his use. The 
paragraph, therefore, ought not to have been struck out on de- 
murrer, 

In the result, their Lordships will humbly advise Her Ma- 
jesty to direct that the Order made upon the demurrer ought to 
be reversed, and that the demurrer ought to be disallowed with 
costs ; and also that the order discharging the rule nisi to set aside 
the verdict should be reversed, and that in lieu thereof it should 
be ordered that the verdict be set aside, and, if the parties so 
desire, that there be a new trial of the cause. 

The Respondent must pay the costs of this Appeal. 
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TIENTSIN. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

Li Hung Chang has gone on a tour of inspection to his mili- 
tary stations in the province. Will remain at Poutiogfu for 
some time, and then to Peking to see the Emperor ere he returns 
to Tientsin. One of his Chinese captains came to me for maps, 
sketches, dc, to show Li, who was going in his steamer to Taku, 
One of these was a map of the Northera provinces, on which the 
Rev. A. Williamson, of Chefoo, had kindly marked for me the 
minerals of the places where they occur. It is said Li could not 
credit that there was so much coal in the country as marked on 
the maps, until told that foreigners had visited the places and had 
seen the different minerals indicated. He was so much taken 
with the map, that he requested to have three copies of it made, 
one for the captain himself, one for Li, and a third he said he 
would present to the Emperor himself. Li is known to be in 
favour of progress, but he errs in wishing the Chinese should 
carry out this progress themselves without foreignaid. This they 
cannot do at present, because they do not know how todoist. 
believe railways will come ere long, and I think we will be the 
first to have them. But from what Li says to Foreign Ministers 
and privately to Chinese, I do not think anything about a rail- 
way has yet beenin any way settled ordecided oa. Li confesses 
to have no power to do anything without reference to Peking. 
And he also says that although he is personally in favour of pro- 
greas, there is, for one in favour of it, ten against it. I think, 
therefore, the story of McLeavy Brown having gone to London 
to arrange for « railway is somewhat premature. If Mr. Brown 
is wise he will keep his eyes and ears open at home to what may 
be in the wind. 2 

A twelvemonth ago the American Methodists in Peking rented 
s chavel in the Chinese city, in one of the principal streets— 
that in which the books are sold. The mandarins then opposed 
their doing so, and said the Tsung-li Yamen had no power to 
grant permission. Another board had the power, and they were 
opposed to the foreigners having a chapel in the Chinese city. 
Mr. Low, the Anerican Minister, fought manfully for his coun- 
trymen and their rights, advised them to retain possession, and 
to have one or more of the missionaries constantly on the pre- 
mises, day and night. The mandarins were so persistent in 
their endeavours to get clear of the foreigners, having a guard 
constantly placed over the place, that the missionaries, I am told, 
felt inclined to give in, and but for Mr. Low no doubt would have 
done ; but the Minister, having taken it in hand, was determined 
to carry it through, and had in consequence a constant battle 
with the Tsung-li Yamen about it. In the spring of this year 
one of the two mandarins in charge of the district left it for 
some other station, and one was left to fight it out; his period of 
“service in that district expired a short time since, but ere he went 
away he made his soldiers one night seal up the chapel doors. 
Two of the missionaries were asleep within the building, and when 
they got up early in the morniog to go to service at another 
chapel they founi it sealed with an official seal. This they put 
in their pocket and sent to Mr. Low, who apprised the Tsung-li 
Yamen of the facts. They attempted to deny it was an official 
seal, but there it was. Since the second of the obstructive man- 
darins has lefe no further molestation has been given them; in 
fact they appear to fight shy of it, so much so that, although as 
yet no official notice has been given them, Mr. Low considers the 
matter so far settled that he has told the missionaries there is 
now no further need of their being constantly in the building. 


It is reported, with what truth I know not, that at Peking some 
of the boards are being weeded of anti-foreigners, and are being 
filled with those men in favour of some measure of progress. 
That they have no desire for a quarrel with foreigners the fol- 
lowing straw may serve to show. A short time since some liberty 
sailors fell in with some Chinese, also liberty satlors, and one of 
our British tars thought proper—if he thought at all about the 
matter, which is extremely doubtful—to cut off his Chinese bro- 
ther's tail, the Chinaman being at the time chief officer of one of 
the Chinese Government steamers. The Chinaman went to the 
mandarin, and complained of the indignity done to him. Greatly 
to his surprise, no doubt, he was told he had no business to be 
where drunken foreign sailors were, and they did not wish to get 
into trouble with foreigners about any such matter. They there- 
fore discharged him from his vessel for being where he was at the 
time he lost his queue. It was also thought to be not at all un- 
likely that ths captain of the same steamer woul be discharged 
when he went south. The Consul sent to the mandarins to hear 
the trial of the British sailor, but they refused to come, saying they 
left it entirely to the Consul. The poor man was severely pu- 
nished for his frolic.
